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To discuss license fee changes 
Restaurant license holders 
to meet with village board

Restaurant license holders In Wheeling 


are being asked to attend a special meet- 
ing of the village board April 30 to dis- 
cuss possible changes in restaurant li- 
cense fen. 


Presently the village makes a price 


distinction between only two types of res- 
taurants. A license for a take-out restau- 
rant cost ITS, while a license for any oth- 
er restaurant coots 1120. 


Peter Manlatls of the Spot Snack Shop 


brought the matter to the attention of the 
board. He told the trustees that it was 
unfair for the small restaurant owners to 
pay the same fees as the larger restau- 
rants. 


MEMBERS OF THE board decided to 


investigate the matter and referred it to 
the board's Judiciary and purchasing 
committee. 


"This is kind of an unfair deal because 


you're putting everyone in the same 
boat." said Trustee Al Lang. He ex- 
plained that the license fee is supposed 


to cover the village costs involved with a 
business operation, rather than being a 
source of revenue for the village. 


Lang said since larger restaurants 


take more time to inspection it would be 
fair for them to carry a more expensive 
license. He referred to a report from the 
village sanitarian which said restau- 
rants, with seating for less than 75 
people, take between 30 minutes and an 
hour to inspect, while larger restaurants 
take between two and 2Vi hours to in- 
spect. 


AFTER CONSIDERABLE discussion 


of possible ways to amend the fee sched- 
ule, the committee decided to invite the 
restaurant license holders to present 
their feelings on the matter. They said 
they would send a letter to the various 
license holders, asking them to come to 
the special meeting with statistical infor- 
mation about their operation. 


The committee members decided to in- 


vite the license holders to discuss the 
matter after they reviewed the fee sched- 


ules of four villages and found each vil- 
lage used a different cost formula. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Arlington Heights 


bases its fee on the number of employes 
working in the restaurant, while Mount 
Prospect figures its fee according to the 
square footage of the building. Palatine 
uses a flat $50 fee for every restaurant, 
and Niles uses a combination of square 
footage and seating capacity. 


The board members discussed each of 


these formulas, but decided they were 
not sure which one would provide the 
most equitable solution. They also ques- 
tioned whether it would be possible to 
arrange the schedule according to the 
type of food service offered in each res- 
taurant. 


"The overall complaint in this is it's 30 


stools versus 200 seats," said Village 
Pres. Ted C. Scanlon. He suggested that 
the license holders come to a special 
meeting of the board, each with figures 
on their seating capacity, number of em- 
ployes and square footage of their build- 
ing.

for 30 seconds. 


—Tread water using hands for five 


minutes. 


—Swim underwater for IS yards. 
—Remain afloat with minimum move-

cludes the text book, diploma, certifica- 
tion card, three check-out dives, the use 
of an air tank, regulator and weight belt. 


Interested persons may register for the 


skin diving and scuba diving course at 
the Wheeling Park District office, 222 S. 
Wolf Rd. A non refundable $5 deposit is 
due at the time of registration. 


Students who successfully complete the 


skin diving and scuba diving course will 
be certified by the NAUI and invited to 
join the Wheeling Park District Skin and 
Scuba Club. 


Club members may participate in all 


club-sponsored activities.

'Humanistic education9 stressed

A sign on the wall of the principal's 


office at St. Joseph the Worker School in 
Wheeling reads "Love isn't love until you 
give it away." 


The man who occupies the office, John 


Topper, runs the school according to that 
philosophy. He calls it "humanistic edu- 
cation." Translated, the phrase means 
"very personalized instruction." 


Anyone interested in seeing Topper's 


concept in action can visit classes any- 
time during Catholic School* Week which 
starts Monday. 


An open house and science fair is also 


planned at the school from 8:30 a.m. to 
1:30 p.m. Sunday. Parents may register 
their children for the 1973-74 school year 
at that time. 


STUDENTS AND teachers really get to 


know each other at St. Joseph's School. 
The enrollment currently stands at 196 


and the class size averages about 25. Pu-. 
pils come to the school from Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and other communities in 
School Dist. 21. 


Topper feels the small number of stu- 


dents <at St. Joseph's allows the faculty to 
effectively implement his idea of "huma- 
nistic education." 


"The emphasis here is on meeting the 


needs of each particular child," Topper 
said. "This type of individualized learn- 


ing lets a student progress at Us own 
rate so he is constantly challenged. He 
isn't held back with the rest of the class 
so he becomes bored with the subject." 


Students are encouraged to develop ex- 


tracurricular interests including art, dra- 
ma, journalism and music. Although 
these subjects are not offered as sepa- 
rate electives, each teacher includes 
them in the regular classroom instruc-

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon's chief 
economic adviser ex- 


pressed concern yesterday that soaring 
prices of food as well as other consumer 
items might trigger big, new wage con- 
tract demands. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the White 


House Council of Economic Advisers, 
predicted that if a wage spiral can be 
averted — "a problem we're concerned 
about" — the price situation would ba 
under control fay year's end. 


Stein made the statements in an inter- 


view on TV following disclosure by the 
government that food prices rose at a 
record one-month pace of 2.4 per cent in 
February. Other living costs also went 
up, for an overall one-month gain of 0.8 
per cent in consumer prices. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany, 


whose union will be involved in numer- 
ous wage contract negotiations this year, 
did not mention wages in a statement on 
the February prices, but he strongly crit- 
icized administration economic policy. 


STEIN SAID, "We think this is not a 


permanent situation. We think February 
was quite unusual 


"We always recognized that we were 


going to have a bulge in the early part ot 
this year as a result of the food situation. 


"But what we are saying — and we're 


quite confident, as we look at the food 
situation particularly, that in the latter 
part of this year, retail food prices will 
be rising very little — in the range of one 
to 2 per cent a year 


"And if we can get through this inter- 


vening period of a few months Vithout 
Betting off a big wage spiral — which is 
a problem we're concerned about — 
we're confident that we will come out to 
the end of the year with the nonfood 
things rising moderately as they have 
been, and with food contributing to a 
lower rate of inflation rather than a high- 
er rate of Inflation." 


Stein left the door ajar in testimony 


before a new congressional subcom- 
mittee on consumer prices, for possible 
reirnposition of wage-price controls He 
said no decision had been made on what 
new steps would be taken to dampen in- 
flation 


ASIDE FROM such areas as food 


prices, Stem said "the economy is behav- 
ing very well.. .We are having a very 
strong economy and we think if we can 
manage this intervening periol of un- 
certainty about inflation, we win come 
out to a very satisfactory condition." 


The 0.8 per cent overall consumer in- 


crease last month was the largest for 
any month since February, 1951 — peak 
of Korean War era inflation.

Eisenhower School will be voted on in 
May by the Prospect Heights Dist. 23 
School Board 


Currentl). students from the subdivi- 


sion attend John Muir School, which is 
facing a problem of overcrowding Rec- 
ommendations for the boundary change 
came (rom Supt Edward Grodsky and 
Muir Prin Jim Finke Finke also recom- 
mended adding teachers at the school be- 
fore June if enrollment continues to rise 


Muir School on Drake Terrace in Pros- 


pect Heights, has experienced an in- 
crease in students as homes are com- 
pleted in Northgate and in the Ivy Hill 
subdivision, also in Arlington Heights. 
The boundary change would not affect 
Ivy Hill students. 


"Muir cannot hold both Ivy Hill and 


Northgate." said Finke. He said he rec- 
ommends a boundary change for North- 
gate because fewer children would be af- 
fected Currently, only two students from 
Northgate go to Muir, but developers are 
planning 144 three, four and five-bed- 
room homes in the development 


EISENHOWER, at Camp McDonald 


and Schoenbeck roads, currently has 


three classrooms that are not used and 
the school will not be adversely affected 
by the change, according to school offi- 
cials. The students would be bused, as 
they are to Muir. 


If enrollment from new developments 


in the district grows as officials predict, 
Grodsky said Dist 23 will need a sixth 
elementary school and an addition to 
Muir for the 1974-75 school year. How- 
ever, the administration plans to gather 
more statistics before making any rec- 
ommendations on building to the school 
board planning committee. 


Grodsky told board members an addi- 


tion would probably take a year to com- 
plete and a building at least a year and a 
half. 


"What you are saying is that an addi- 


tion should be underway by December 
and groundbreaking on the school should 
have been done last week," said Carl 
Poch, board member. 


Grodsky estimated construction cost of 


a new school and addition at about $1.3 
million. He also said a tax increase in 
the education fund of between 25 and 50 
cents per $100 assessed valuation would 
be needed to staff the new building and 
addition. He suggested that if a referen- 
dum is held, it should be next October.

Mendenhall agreed, saying he was not in 
favor of violating the village master 
plan. "I think if we grant another 
request for a zoning change to business 
on Dundee Road we can forget about 
keeping it residential." 


MENDENHALL WAS referring to the 


village board's recent decision to grant 
rezoning to Stan Lieberman Realty for 
construction of an office building on Dun- 
dee Road.

jected to the proposed fire station, say- 
ing it would be too close to some residen- 
tial areas. "I think it will be infringing 
on my environment," the man said.

unit i.s port of a new method of 


health testing called multiphasic health 
testing, and promoting its use to combat 
killer diseases is only one aspect of the 
work being done at International Health 
Systems. Inc in Rolling Meadows 


T H E THREE-YEAR-old company, 


which moved from from Des Plaines to 
Rolling Meadows a year ago, manufac- 
turer;! the equipment used for multiphas- 
ic health testing. White promoting the 
use of the new equipment is good busi- 
ness for the company, providing low 
cost, comprehensive, and speedy medical 
exams is a growing urgent concern for 
all. according to company vice president 
Dave Lindsey 


"The purpose of the testing is to detect 


diseases and illnesses before they can 
cause cronic conditions," Lindsey said. 


"The nature of deadly diseases has

data in three areas, Lindsey explained. 
They are medical history of a patient, 
which is recorded as the patient listens 
to recorded questions and answers them 
by pressing an appropriate response but- 
ton: physiological testing, including the 
electrocardiogram, long capacity testing, 
and hearing testing; and laboratory test- 
ing, which includes more than 30 bioche- 
mical testa of blood samples. 


"All the Instrumentation is in one con- 


sole that takesup only from 200 to 400 
square feet," he said. "All the data is 
computerized." 


The company sells or leases the equip- 


ment to hospitals and clinics, Lindsey 
said. Cost to a patient for the com- 
prehensive exam is usually about $50, 
whereas the same tests might cost up to 
$150 or more in a conventional exam- 
ination procedure, he said. 


"We stress the patient's comfort and 


convenience," Lindsey s&id. "He doesn't 
have to disrobe or walk from room to 
room in a hospital gown for each differ- 
ent test. He just lies in a chaise lounge." 


THE EQUIPMENT to monitored by 


one to three technicians trained by the 
company, he said. Instantaneous print- 


outs of exam results are provided by the 
computer and confidential reports of 
medical findings are sent to the patient's 
doctor. 


"The title (multiphasic health testing) 


is becoming somewhat outdated," he 
said. "Actually, its an accumulation of 
medical data to assist the physician." 


"We'd like to get away from that title 


because it sounds so medical, but we 
haven't really come up with anything 
else," Sylvia Hennessy, the company's 
public relations director, added. 


LINDSEY SAID the testing system, 


which has, received the approval of the 
American Medical Association, is being 
made available throughout the world. 
Because of its orientation toward verbal 
communication with the patient, Mrs. 
Hennessy said the system is easily 
adaptable for operation in any country 
simply by using pre-recorded language 
tapes. 


"We are setting up distributors all over 


the world with the cooperation of the De- 
partment of Commerce," Lindsey added. 
The company is now building a unit for 
use in a special clinic in Sao Paolo, Bra- 
zil. The unit is expected to be completed 
and shipped by this spring. 


"Group health insurance companies 


are beginning to pay for this kind of test- 
ing, too, he said. "Before the companies 
would only pay if the patient was hospi- 
talized but because of the rising costs of 
hoepitalization, even insurance com- 
panies are beginning to recognize the 
need for the system," he said. 


"Now that it's easier to go through a 


medical exam, let's hope more people 
become 
preventative-health 
minded," 


Mrs. Hennessy said. "It's reasonable, 
easy, and almost fun."

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Rolling with Mr. Provo, the North Western and no alibis 


by JAMES VESELY 


Roll, he said with his eyes. 
Me sat in silence and without a hint of 


movement. Me sat for long moment* 
without outward emotion or passion. 
When he moved at all It was to light an- 
other Newport or to make a small mark 
on the paper in front of him. 


But through the silence there was 


something that came from him. If the 
room was quiet, it was a murmur. If the 
room was noisy, it was a shout. It came 
from him each minute and the word was 
Ron. 


Roll the railroad. Drive it. Push it with 


a hundred diesels. Pull 600,000 tons of 
iron ore from the Mesabi Range to the 
steel mills of Gary Roll South Dakota 
wheat from the prairie to the shipyards. 
Pick It up with your teeth If you have to, 
but get it moving. Get a railroad slamm- 
ing down the track like a banshee and do 
it every day until there Is no difference 
between day or night, warm or cold, 
hard or easy. 


Lary Provo, President of the Chicago 


and North Western Transportation Co., 
makes another mark on the paper in 
front of him He has listened to the top 
executives of the C * NW give an early 
morning briefing on the state of their 
transportation giant It is 8 15 a m and 
43 men are sitting or standing in a room 
beneath the C ft NW terminal. 


PROVO SITS AT the end of the table 


with the subtle daintiness of a cannon- 
ball. His presence dominates the room. 
His eyes and his blunt hands speak for 
him. He seems prepared to rise from his 
chair and grab each man by his lapels 
and give him a little shake. 


This morning the railroad Is doing all 


right, but it needs power. To these men 
power is the word for locomotives 


A million bushels of wheat have been 


dumped on the railroad Industry and 
they must move it from the silos to the 
port* where it will be bound for Russia. 
Russia needs wheat. America has It, and 
Larry Provo's railroad will take it part 
of the way. 


Provo and his men are movers They 


transport the things no one else can Tru- 
ckers? They cart off in little bundles 
what this railroad moves each day in 
thousand ton weights. Airplanes7 Provo 
would smile at that. Airplanes are fine 
for carrying a handful of transistors 
around, but let's talk about the Mesabi 
Range. 


LET'S TALK ABOUT pulling iron ore 


from the whole northeast corner of the 
state of Minnesota and moving It a thou- 
sand miles where it can be made into 
steel. Airplanes are for watching movies 
at 40,000 feet. Railroads are for moving 
the earth. 


But the problem this morning Is power. 


The night before some kids near the 
North Western's Kansas City yards put 
an old junk car on the rails and a diesel 
engine came along and pushed It like a 
roller skate Sever*! thousand dollars of 
repair work is the result. And in other 
yards, la Janesville, Clinton, Pekln, Min- 
neapoll* and DM Mourn they need lo- 
comotives. The railroad Is in the en- 
viable position of having too much busi- 
ness. In some placet, along 10,000 miles 
of track across 11 states, boxcars are up 
to 12 boon out of schedule. 


Today, in offices beneath the terminal 


most Northwest commuters see twice a 
day. five days a week, the railroad men 
will get the power and make it roll. 


Other busmeea concerns them, too. 


Through loudspeakers on the walls toe 


men hear directly from division stakes- 
men in various states. A trainman in 
northern Wisconsin slipped on the ice 
last night and broke his elbow. There is 
so much railroad traffic in Pekin the 
yard is desperately overloaded. The rail- 
road is on red status — meaning it is in 
short supply — of towered grain hopper 
cars. 


LARRY PROVO listens to these lam- 


ents and says little. Hit position on all 
these things is well known: there are no 
alibis. A sign to that effect hangs on the 
wall of this conference room. The rail- 
road will not accept snow in winter as an 
alibi. It reads simple enough, but if the 
man won't take snow in winter as an ex- 
cuse — especially the kinds of winters 
which come to the Northern Plains — 
what the hell excuse will he take? 


Apparently none. Provo's only inter- 


ruption in the morning report is to stop a 
young executive when the man explains 
"environmental conditions" In Escanaba, 
Mich, have delayed off loading the trains 
for seven days. 


"That's not so," Provo says. The

young man looks so hard at the paper he 
is holding that it begins to crinkle. 


"That's not so," Provo repeats, and 


looks to a senior executive for an an- 
swer. The man comes up with one and 
the meeting goes on. But there is no 
doubt something will happen in Esca- 
naba today. Today the wires will sing 
and in that small Upper Peninsula Mich- 
igan town the question in Larry Provo's 
voice will find an answer. 


If there is a durable myth In this coun- 


try, it Is of the men who run the rail- 
roads. Even the desperate plight of to- 
day's roads does not diminish the leg- 
ends of the men and women who work 
the rails. 


THERE WAS, for example, the Chi- 


cago and North Western conductor who 
invented the caboose, the little off-red 
car at the end of the train. The story 
goes that the conductor had a boxcar 
with a hole in the roof and built a plat- 
form to ait oo and stick his bead out e- 
bove the train. So was the caboose cup- 
ola bom, and the first two were butt in 


the Chicago & North Western's Clinton, 
Iowa yards in 1863. 


There is the story of the C & NW train- 


man who rode the line through the Da- 
kotas and who became the' silent but 
faithful friend of a little boy who waved 
each day as the train went by. Some 
years later the boy died of the fever and 
wished to be buried near the side of the 
track where the trainman could see 
where he lay. The grave is there still, 
tended by railroad men. 


And of course, there is Kate Shelley. 


She was a little girl of railroad family in 
1881 when, during a fearful storm she 
saw that the bridge over Honey Creek 
near Des Moines, Iowa, was washed out 
and walked and crawled up the tracks to 
stop a train and save the lives of 300 
passengers. The Chicago and North West- 
ern whose train she saved, gave her a 
gold watch and a load of coal and later 
made her the first woman stationmaster 
in the nation. 


The Chicago and North Western Rail- 


road is not just a thing of commuters 
and the 5:19 bar car. It is a railroad 
which traces its lineage to the giant days 
of booming enterprise and frontiers as 
close as the horizon. 


IT ROLLS THROUGH Wisconsin forest 


and Minnesota wheat. It is a line which 
carries not just commodities, but the 
blood and muscle of industry on its back. 


And now comes the question, can all 


that be run by a short, stocky Certified 
Public Accountant named Larry' 


The answer is, apparently. 
Larry S. Provo has come to be presi- 


dent of the Chicago and North Western 
through a combination of financial wiz- 
ardry and economic audacity. His rise 
has been rapid for American industry 
and he now sits in an office of stature 
and elegance as befits a captain of fi- 
nance Finance — not necessarily rail- 
roading — is his background and the 
thread of which the full doth is woven. 


He graduated in 1948 from the Univer- 


sity of Minnesota. By 1954 he was man- 
ager of Arthur Anderson & Co., a firm of 
accountants which is to business what 
Annapolis is to the sea. 


From 1954 to 1990 he was comptroller 


of the Minneapolis ft St. Loins Railway 
and then moved to the C ft NW. He be- 
gan there as comptroller. Slightly more 
than a decade later he was to create the 
financial design by which the Chicago 
and North Western would become the 
largest employe-owned company in the 
country. 


FOR THAT REASON alone he is a 


powerful voice in transportation matters. 
His railroad is making money; it spurns 
federal subsidies. In an age of railroads 
which have the financial solidity of pea- 
nut butter, Provo's railroad remains 
aloof and regal. 


For this he earns $125,000 a year. He 


bought 1100,000 worth of shares — the 
maximum allowed — when the railroad's 
employes were offered ownership. 


He has been lauded by financial colum- 


nists 
and 
business 
reports. 
Only 


recently, in Forbes Magazine, was his 
employe-owned railroad plan criticized 
for not educating enough rank-and-file 
employes to take part in the initial share 
offering. 


But beyond all that, this much is known 


m the Northwest suburbs. Provo's rail- 
road — especially the commuter trains 
— runs on time. When other commuter 
lines were shut down by strikes two 
years ago, the CftNW commuter trains 
arrived that morning. 


And in places like Mount Prospect, the 


desperate Loop-bound executives and 
secretaries and students stood by the 
platform and cheered. 


PROVO WOULD understand that. He, 


too, is a suburbanite. 


He lives in Northfield with his wife and 


the two children who still live at home. 
Although he lives closer to the Mil- 
waukee Road, he makes it a point to 
drive to the North Western's North Shore 
line to catch a train to work. He arrives 
about 7.30 a m. and is usually back home 
by 6 p.m. 


"Is it a business you are running, or a 


railroad?" he is asked. "It is both," he 
answers. "There is no reason a railroad 
cannot make a profit, cannot be success- 
ful today." 


"But what about the romance? Is there 


romance left in railroading? 


"Yes," he says. "That's one reason we 


get so much attention from the media .. 
. why reporters come to see us. There is 
a lot of romance left in railroading." 


Yes, but what about locomotives blow- 


ing lonely in the night, what about gan- 
dydancers and king snipes and section 
hands and churning wheels? 


Those questions remain unasked. 


Provo's elegant office is a place of busi- 
ness, not a railroader's roundhouse. His 
is a world of corporate finance, of union 
contracts, of stocks and debentures and 
of legislation in Springfield and Washing- 
ton. 


Met alone, Larry Provo is a gentle man. 


He is soft-spoken and courteous. He 
pours coffee from an executive style 
Thermos and, over coffee, exhibits a shy 
humor 


He says his job is the railroad and he 


does not entertain thoughts of govern- 
ment service or some greater rote in na- 
tional mass transportation. 


To that extent, he is of the C&NW, 


the company which drives the trains on 
time, which has avoided labor stoppages, 
which takes no government aid, which 
sells its stock to its employes, but which 
rolls.

Like a lake infested with killer 


sharks, there's more than meets 
the eye in the current attempts to 
water doxvn the Illinois open meet- 
ing law 


The surface is legislation pro- 


posed that would create two new 
areas in w hich elected or appointed 
public bodies could act away from 
the public's view.

State Sen David Regner, R-3rd,

bodies to meet secretly to discuss 
the sale of property (purchase of 
property can now be discussed in 
secret) and legal matters other 
than pending lawsuits (currently 
exempted by the open meetings 
law) 


Already the legislation's drawn 


fire from the author of the open 
meeting law. Anthony Scariano, 
who has charged that Regner's bill 
will "seriously interfere" with the 
public's right to know about its 
government. 


On the surface, there's a grain of 


logic in permitting public bodies to 
discuss secretly the sale of proper- 
ty, especially when an individual is 


purchasing government property. 
Public bodies can find themselves 
victimized by sharply rising prop- 
erty prices when the dealing is 
done in public. 


However, the idea of closing the 


door on all discussions involving 
attorneys and public bodies is a 
Pandora's box which could muti- 
late the power of the open meeting 
law. 


It's argued that the relationship 


between public body and attorney 
should be private, just as is the 
relationship between a private citi- 
zen and his attorney. 


But the former involves a public 


body, and thus the relationship 
cannot be the same. The public's 
got the right to watch its right arm 
— its government — perform its 
duty 


If, for example, the law closed 


the door oh merely "possible law- 
suits," virtually any item could be 
discussed out of the view of the 
public This exemption is the kind 
of escape clause for secrecy, the 
kind of escape clause which could 
encourage the kind of secret dirty 
d e a l i n g s which have all too 
frequently 
characterized 
Illinois 


politics and government in the 
past. 


No, there's no cause at this time 


to water down the Scariano Act. 
Since its enactment in 1957, the law 
has been at least a partially effec- 
tive tool to thwart attempts by gov- 
ernment to wheel and deal out of 
the public view. No good reason 
has been offered so far to water 
down this law. 


In other states, similar laws are 


referred to as "sunshine laws," be- 
cause, in the words of the rock mu-, 
sical "Hair!" they let the sun shine 
in. And the more the sun shines in 
on the activities of government, the 
more the public's allowed to in- 
spect and evaluate its leaders and 
their activities. 


Without the open meeting law, 


we'd be taking a backward step 
into government-by-secrecy. With 
a 
watered-down law — which 


would be the effect of Regner's leg- 
islation — we'd be moving in the 
same dangerous direction.

Home movie buffs will be inter- 


ested to learn that 1973 marks the 
50th anniversary of the first prac- 
tical motion picture equipment for 
amateurs 


It was in 1923 that Kodak Re- 


search Laboratories announced the 
culmination of many years of ef- 
fort — the development of a rever- 
s a 1-type, nonflammable 
safety 


film. 


What thU meant was that the 


same film exposed in the camera 
could be processed with its image 
reversed from negative to positive 
for projection. Prior to that, mov- 
ies, like still photographs, required 
costly positive printing from the 
negative. 


The first amateur film was in 


16mm size. Later came 8mm, put- 
ting movies within the financial 
reach of more millions, an event of 
which it can truly be said that nev- 


er in the course of history did so 
many go to so much trouble to 
record so little. 


A generation of Aunt Tillies and 


Uncle Bobs suddenly became par- 
alyzed when asked to "act 
natu-/ 


ral" for the movie camera, even as 
a later generation found 
itself 


struck dumb when asked to say 
something for the tape recorder. 


The scene that didn't quite come 


out right became like the fish that 
got away, as countless long-suffer- 
ing friends and neighbors could at- 
test. 


Seriously, on this golden anni- 


versary of borne movies, at a time 
when our craze for gadgetry is 
much criticized, let it be stated 
without cavil that this invention is 
still one of the most human and 
most joy-providing amenities tech- 
nology ever bequeathed to every- 
man.

'Don't worship test statistics' 


In reply to Mr. Vesely's letter in the 


March 19 Arlington Heights Herald, I 
think generally the public should have 
greater access to test scores from well 
standardized instruments. Certainly par- 
ents should know their children's scores 
and the mean scores for each child's 
class. 


However, I see some dangers in dis- 


seminating average scores from each 
building in a district. Mr. Vesely talks 
about "a basis for comparison." By 
whom? For what purpose? Not, I hope, 
by parents malting cross-town com- 
parisons, nor by buyers moving into town 
and selecting the "best" elementary at- 
tendance district. On the other hand, I 
hope administrators and board members 
are making comparisons, but only as one 
criterion of successful schools 


The greatest danger to all is the suppo- 


sition that intellectual achievement is the 
sine qua mm of education Each school in 
the district should seek to quantify its 
techniques to parents, and the dialogue 
should be very open; but we are not 
dealing with children who come to us for 
intellectual growth alone. Not so, they 
need physical development, motor coor- 
dination, a strengthened self-concept, 
more self-direction and the capacity for 
self-control — as all teachers and par- 
ents do. 


How do we measure these achieve- 


ments? The latter three may be eval- 


uated by the Educational Testing Ser- 
vice's assessment-type tasks (now being 
developed) which teachers at the prima- 
ry level can administer and then inter- 
pret the behavior elicited by these tasks. 
This should help us measure how we are 
achieving with children in the non-in- 
tellectual areas. 


Let's not throw out these excellent 


tools which measure intellectual achieve- 
ment, indeed let's share more widely the 
test results with parents. But never 
should we worship these statistics as con- 
clusive proof of what the schools are 
really achieving.

As the cost of groceries beads toward

sweeteners in place of sugar has become 
"the most popular self-presciption for in- 
adequate nutrition," says the study by 
the Family Economics Bureau of North- 
western National Life Issurance Com- 
pany. 


But "every penny a family spends on 


these sugar substitutes for added nutri- 
ents Is a peony wasted," says a leading 
nutritionist, Dr. 0 Lee Kline, executive 
officer of the American Institute of Nu- 
trition, Bethesda, Md. 


THE CURRENT popularity of eating 


and cooking with such natural sweet- 
eners as honey, raw sugar, maple sugar 


and molasses begins with the undisputed 
fact that refined white sugar Is almost 
pure sucrose — that is, pure carbohy- 
drate — containing no other nutrients. 
The commonly used natural sweeteners 
contain, variously, small amounts of po- 
tassium, phosphorus, sodium, calcium, 
ascorbic acid and traces of iron, niacin, 
riboflavin and thiamine. The body needs 
all of these — so shouldn't we all be us- 
ing the natural sweeteners? 


It doesn't follow, says Dr. Kline. "It is 


sonsense to put much importance on the 
small amount of nutrients in these sweet- 
eners " 


The amounts are so small that, to 


quote the study, "only if a person could 
switch his or her entire sugar intake to 
dark molasses — the sweetener found 
highest in 'extra' nutrients — would 
these nutrients make any difference in 
the diet" 


And replacing the average American's 


daily consumption of sugar with dark 
molasses would be "an impossible 
switch, for few people would be able to 
stomach that much dark molasses — 
more than half a pint a day " 


BUT YOU needn't even try to stomach 


it for, says Dr. Kline, the nutrients of the 
natural sweeteners are provided much

more effectively in the other foods of a 
normal balanced diet. And if the family 
diet doesn't include a proper balance, ft* 
small amounts of nutrients in honey or 
raw sugar won't help. 


To meet the body's energy require- 


ments, natural sweeteners are more 
costly than plain table sugar because 
carbohydrate content is appreciably low- 
er in the sugar substitutes. Sugar is 99.5 
per cent carbohydrate, only 5 per cent 
water Honey, in any form, is 82.3 per 
cent carbohydrate and 17.2 per cent wa- 
ter. Light molasses is 65 per cent car- 
bohydrate, dark molasses 55 per cent 


The typical family, says the study, gets 


50 to 60 per cent of Its needed calories 
from carbohydrates, the rest from fat 
and protein. A teaspoon of sugar yields 
about 20 calories of energy. You'd need a 
fifth more honey, and 80 per cent more 
dark molasses, for the same energy 
yield.

The U.S. Supreme Court's decision in a 


Texas school finance case won't put an 
end to court challenges of Illinois school 
financing laws. 


Officials involved in several cases 


challenging Illinois school aid procedures 
said yesterday they will continue to press 
their cases and added, hi one case, that 
the U.S Supreme Court ruling may help 
them. 


The high court ruled Wednesday in the 


Texas case that local properly taxes can 
be used for funding schools, even if that 
results in a disparity in wealth between 
school districts with high property values 
and those with low property value. 


Several cases are now pending before 


state and federal courts challenging vari- 
ous aspects of the Illinois school financ- 
ing system. One, filed by Nlles Mayor 
Nicholas Blase, argues that the 1970 Illi- 
nois Constitution requires the state to 
'provide 51 per cent of the funds for 
schools, The state now provides 39 per 
cent of the school funds. 


Blase's case, which has been combined 


with a similar case filed by Chicago 


School Board member Gerald Sbarbaro, 
cites the state constitution's statement 
that the state has "primary" responsi- 
bility for education as grounds for the 
assertion that the state must provide 51 
per cent of the school funds. 


: Blase said yesterday the case will 
probably be heard* by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court in May. He said the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision may help his 
suit because the opinion of the high court 
stated that school financing should be re- 
formed by the states. 


"THE SUPREME COURT wasn't real- 


ly prepared to completely upset the fund- 
ing of schools in the whole country," 
Blase said, "but this decision may help 
what we're trying to do by putting the 
responsibility on the state." 


Another case, Rothchild versus Bak- 


alis, is now awaiting hearing in federal 
district court. The case, filed by a High- 
land Park Family, challenges the con- 
stitutionality of the state school aid for- 
mula which provides more money for 
unit school districts than for dual school 
districts. 


Dual districts, such as those in the sub- 


urbs; have elementary and high schools 
administered by separate boards ot edu- 
cation. Unit districts combine an grades 
through high school under one board. 


Bernard Nussbaum, attorney for the 


plaintiffs, said he does not know what 
effect the U.S. Supreme Court ruling win 
have on the case. "The question in our 
case is whether the state can treat two 
kinds of districts differently," Nussbaum 
said. "Although that is quite different 
than the Texas case, there an related 
constitutional issues." 


NUSSBAUM ADDED, "We would have 


been happier, for the purposes of litiga- 
tion, if the court's decision had gone the 
other way." 


Following the decision, State School 


Supt. Michael Bakalis said it was a set- 
back for educational equality, but added 
he will work through the legislature to 
change inequities. 


Bakalis said that in 1972 the richest 


elementary district in the state has 75 
times the property wealth as the poorest 
district in the state. For high school dis- 
tricts, the richest district baa 10 toes 
the wealth as the poorest district.

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Colonial craft craze 


life for a dyeing art 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


What do onion skins, walnut hulls, 


marigolds, tomato vines, beetle bodies 
and nettles have in common? 


They are all natural dyes. 
As are acorns, barberry branches, pri- 


vet, dandelions and cockleburs. So too 
are indigo, madder, sedge and sumac. 
Even chamber lye. 


Lictens are popular in Ireland. Tur- 


meric makes a beautiful gold, but smells 
mustanly. Queen Anne's lace creates a 
terrible stench. 


The colonial craft craze is sweeping 


the country. Spinning wheel sales are 
spinning and looms loom large in the 
lives of craft-conscious purists. Fast on 
the heels of spinning and weaving one's 
own cloth is the return to dyeing by hand 
using only natural dyes. 


"WHETHER YOU'RE a 'dyed in the 


wool" craftsman or 'dyed in the cloth,' 
enthusiast, the results are equally satis- 
factory," said Mrs. Richard Jordan of 
Des Plaines, the "Spinning Lady" of the 
northwest suburbs. "Personally, I prefer 
my pieces 'dyed in the yarn.'" 


She was referring to the stage at which 


home dyers add color to their materials 
— to the fleece itself, to the spun yarn or 
to the woven cloth. "For the greatest fi- 
ber penetration and most lasting color, 
'dyed in the wool' is best. But it's also 
the most messy," she added. 


Yarn need not be hand-spun; the art of 


home dyeing may be practiced on any 
good white wool yarn purchased from a 
store. Cotton fibers may be dyed too; 
silk and linen are difficult; synthetic fi- 
bers will not accept natural dyes at all. 


SUPPOSE JULIA Jordan wishes to 


dye her wool yarn a lovely muted shade 
of yellow. First she saunters to the su- 
permarket and asks a bewildered gro- 
cery clerk if she can scoop out the bot- 
tom of the yellow onion bin. Or if he will 
save onion skins for her. Or, as a last 
resort, if he will sell them to her. 


You see, she's not looking for just a 


few onion skins — she needs a peck of 
them. That's a quarter bushel. 


Julia uses a large enameled corn cook- 


er — and never again for corn — to cov- 
er the onion skins with water and sim- 
mer them on her stove for about three 
hours, or until the skins are clear. Not 
only to split hairs over directions, she 
has also done H in 45 minutes. 


"The longer you simmer, the more col- 


or you get," she stated.

Womanspace 


An art gallery 
for women only

LOS ANGELES (UPI) -Above the 


door is a gigantic breast made of molded 
plastic foam, flesh-colored lace and se- 
quins. 


The place is Womanspace, a gallery 


run by women and exhibiting only the 
work of women artists. 


Some of the nation's bestknown female 


painters and sculptors — including Judy 
Chicago and Miriam Shapiro — took part 
in its creation in a ramshackle building 
that housed DuBarry's Hand Laundry for 
the past 20 years. 


"About a year ago a group of women 


artists began talking about opening a co- 
operative gallery and meeting center," 
explained dlrectoress Gretchen Clicks- 
man. 


"We figured we need about $25,000 to 


stay open for the first year, but we final- 
ly opened up anyway with only $3,500. 
We've collected double that in our first 
few weeks." 


In late 1972, the women signed a six- 


month lease on the old laundry which 
featured a small front room and a huge, 
skylighted rear room with charming 
brick walls and a floor with drains for 
the washing machines. 


The landlord poured new cement and 


then the women took over. About 150 
took part in the renovation, with three 
male helpers to do the wiring and teach 
them how to nail up the wallboard. 


It took five women to push up each 12- 


foot wallboard. The entire place was 
splashed with white paint, plants were 
hung from the ceiling, and a couple of 
hundred pillows lined the perimeters. 


Some 2,800 persona attended the grand 


opening of the first exhibit, which fea- 
tured paintings by Mlsi Chicago and oth- 
ers, and a number of unusual sculptures, 
including one made of yams and earth 
by Connie Zehr. 


Just inside the front door was what ap- 


peared to be an elderly woman lying in 


state — the torso of a black-veiled and 
black-gowned corpse, sprayed with dust 
as though it had been there a very long 
time. Nancy Youdeunan called the con- 
struction "Black Bodice." 


The second exhibition featured all 


work by lesbians and the third, work of 
black women. Currently the gallery is 
showing abstract iconography dealing 
with female sexuality. 


"I never belonged in the male art 


world," Miss Chicago wrote in Woman- 
space Journal. 


"I was always on the outside of a 


world that men had wrought out of their 
own needs. I belonged nowhere, except 
maybe alone in my own studio." 


She described Womanspace as "our 


own space, a space where we can come , 
together, where our work will hang in a 
context that we ourselves have estab- 
lished, one mat is relevant to women's 
struggles, women's subject matter, wom- 
en's issues, women's values." 


"We have made a space to house our 


spirit, to give form to our dreams, to 
share our ideas and hopes," she said. 


The galley la open free to the public hi 


the afternoons and evenings. Every night 
there is a special program, free to mem- 
bers and at a small charge to the public. 


Some 550 persons crowded into the 


"rap room" to hear essayist Anais Nln, 
and other programs have included films 
and poetry readings. 


There are plans for a slide library of 


women's work and the gallery will put 
buyers in touch with the artists, although 
none of the work displayed is for direct 
sale. 


Although interest in opening similar es- 


tablishment* has been expressed by 
women in San Francisco and Chicago, 
the Womanspace organizers have no cur- 
rent expansion plans.

THEN SHE STRAINS out the onion 
skins (unless she had them in a cheese- 
cloth bag initially) and lets the dye bath 
cool.

this dase three ounces of alum and one 
ounce cream of tartar, and stirs and 
stirs, using a wooden or glass spoon, but 
more often just a stick as women did in 
colonial times. 


A word about mordants: A mordant is 


the crucial ingredient, the binder that 
makes a chemical change in the wool 
and opens it up to the dye. Chrome, Iron, 
tin and alum are mordants. An iron or 
brass kettle may act as a mordant. Some 
dyestuffs, such as walnut hulls, contain 
their own mordant. And dyes can be 
combined with different mordants to pro- 
duce different colors. 


GETTING BACK to the onion dye bath, 


it's time to gradually warm the wool to 
the same temperature as the dye bath, 
using a separate kettle of water or the 
faucet. 


Julia had a new twist for some woolly 


old words of Wisdom which home laun- 
dresses as well as home dyers might 
benefit by heeding. "Wool is easily 
shocked," she said. "It's the sudden tem- 
perature change — not only from cold to 
hot, but from hot to cold, that causes 
shrinking. Handle wool gently. Never 
douse it in fast-running water, and 
squeeze, don't wring." 


She immerses eight 2-ounce skeins of 


home-spun yarn, tied in six places with 
"figure 8" loops, into the dye bath and 
simmers it slowly for two hours. Then 
she rinses the wool in water of the same 
temperature, lets it stand till cool, then 
rinses again in cool water until the water 
runs clear. 


THE WOOL IS then hung to dry, the 


loop weighted with a towel if it is home 
spun. 


Natural dyes produce muted colors — 


"earth colors" as Mrs. Jordan calls them 
— a great many within the gold range, 
fewer in the browns, reds and blues. 
They all fade slightly with time, a gentle 
shading with the years. Some people con- 
sider this a disadvantage; to Julia it's an 
attraction. 


"A person who hooks rugs, for ex- 


ample, might dye her own wool, leaving 
each batch in the dye bath for succes- 
sively longer periods to achieve a whole 
range of varying intensity of one color," 
she said. "This is an effect one can't

FOR NATURAL dyeing, Julia follows 


both old and new recipe books. She uses 
only dyestuffs that are listed as "ex- 
cellent," such as madder for shades of 
red, orange and rust; indigo for blues; 
cochineal (dried beetle bodies) for beau- 
tiful reds, pinks and lavenders; different 
varieties of marigolds for golds, reds and 
oranges; onion skins for yellows and 
golds; and walnut hulls for various 
shades of brown. 


She sends away for some dyestuffs, 


gets other from her garden, and, if op- 
portunity presents itself, is not above 


duced by natural dyes have a soft 
beauty all their own, an effect that 
can be achieved in no other way. 


stopping by the roadside to gather wal- 
nuts from the ground. She cautions that 
certain plants used as natural dyes may

There are many helps available for the 


home dyer. Classes in spinning and' 
weaving at the Countryside Art Gallery 
in Arlington Heights include instruction 
in natural dyeing, as does its Spinning 
Guild.

Ballet gets area support

In many ways it could be called a cele- 


bration of rock. But essentially, "The 
Session" Mercury 
SRM2-803) is an 


old grand master. Jerry Lee Lewis, get- 
ting together with some of today's best 
young rock players to play some good 
music. 


Recorded in London during January, 


"The Session" is full of vitality. Lewis Is 
in fine form at the piano and, for the 
most part, his singing is too. Some of the 
backing musicians are Alvin Lee (of Ten 
Years After), Klaus Voorman (bassist 
for the later Beatles albums), Kenny 
Jones (of Faces), Gary Wright (of 
Spooky Tooth). Rory Gallagher, Matthew 
Fiiher (of Porcol Harum), Andy Brown, 
Peter Frampston (co-founder of Humble 
Pie). Tony Ashlon (of Family) and 
Head. Hands and F«et. 


It all starts with "Drinking Wine Spo- 


Dee O'Oee." the song Lewis opened his 
first public performance with back in 
1948 Since then Lewis has made it big as 
a rock star and a country linger (1968- 
72) But he's now back to rock, as this 
album more than adequately demonstra- 
tes 


"AFTER DRINKING Wine," Lewis 


rocks his way through 20 other songs. 
"Baby What You Want Me To Do," 
"Memphis," a country "Bad Moon Ris- 
ing." a near hillbilly "Early Morning 
Rain" and the final "Rock & Roll Med- 
ley" are the finest moments in the gener- 
ally bouncy two-record set. Throughout, 
the sound is sharp and clear. 


There may be other "Sessions" in 


the future, the talk is to make it an an- 
nual affair, and they would be welcome. 
The album serves two functions. It gives 
a perspective on today's rock by letting 
us hear again some of the older songs 
and it demonstrates that the young stars 
of today can work with the old music just 
as well as their own. 


"The Captain and Me" (Warner Bros. 


BS-2694) — The Doobie Brothers' second 
album is a lot more along the same lines 
as their hit, "Listen To fhe Music." For 
the most part though, it is good back- 
ground music. The songs lack lyrical 
strength and have a musical sameness to 
them, although "Evil Woman" Is differ- 
ent and deserves a listen or two. 


"Back Up Against the Wall" (Decca 


DL7-5390) - This is the Atlantic Rhythm 
Section's second album. The music is 
bright and Ronnie Hammon's vocals 
highlight each song, some of which are 
good enough to become hits. 


All six of the musicians — Hammond, 


Barry Bailey, Paul Goddard, J. R. Cobb, 
Robert Nix and Dean Daughtry — are 
well seasoned, having been Atlanta stu- 
dio session men for many years. They 
play the Atlanta sound — strong rhythms 
in both blues and rock. 


"THE DARK SIDE of the Moon" (Har- 


vest SMAS-11163) is the newest Pink 
Floyd album. Between all the electronics 
(including the solitary heartbeat opening 
and close), there is some fine music by 
one of the original, far-out British rock 
bands. "Time" and "Money" are the two 
strongest cuts. 


"Doremi Fasol Latido" (United Artists 


UA-LA001-F) — Hawkwind is yet another 
of the far-out groups. Here they deal 
with space wars, androids and other cos- 
mic happenings. Their heavy sound is all 
pervading and, with the electronics they 
use, tends to be hypnotic at times. 


"Lord of tight" starts off the second 


side of "Doremi" and it's like being in a 
rocket ship as it takes off (especially if 
headphones are used). "Brainstorm" and 
"What'd I Say" are two other heavies. In 
"The Watcher" things quiet down, mak- 
ing the song seem very ominous. 


Ballet, the only major performing art 


that does not have a resident group in 
the Chicago area, recently received an 
additional boost in status with the forma- 
tion of the Mid-America Ballet Associate 
Group of Palatine.

Are they good investment?

NEW YORK (UPD — Are limited edi- 


tions, the current craze of the hobby set, 
really good investments and are they 
really limited? 


In som« cases, yes. In too many cases, 


no A number of concerned authorities 
warn that there are unscrupulous manu- 
facturers and profit greedy dealers only 
too ready to take advantage of the collec- 
ting mania of recent years. 


The controversy over the intrinsic and 


commercial value of the endless issues of 
china and silver plates, porcelain birds, 
flowers and bells, commemorative — 
and even erotic-medals, mugs and glass 
paperweights has reached the stage 
where many collectors would appreciate 
some restrictive legal controls. New 
York City already has a law in the works 
to protect the collector. 


"The sellers of some of these items in- 


discriminately put the word 'limited' in 
their advertisements so customers will 
believe they are buying a collector's item 
which will increase in value in the fu- 
ture." Consumer Affairs Commissioner 
Bess Myerson said. "In many cases, the 
only limitation is the number of collec- 
tors who can be tricked Into paying for 
the item." 


THE WHOLE IDEA of collecting Moth- 


er's Day plates, Presidential inaugural 
medals and Hummel figurines because 
they are expected to be rare and valu- 
able "someday" — and many advertise- 
ments state flatly that they will — is a 
shortcut to disillusion, according to a 
leading limited editions manufacturer, 
Joseph Segel, board chairman of the 
Franklin Mint at Franklin Center, Pa. 


"The more a collector's item is pro- 


moted as an Divestment, the less likely it 
is to be a good investment," Segel said. 
"Conversely, the less It is promoted as 
an investment, the more likely it is to 
become an Investment." 


The limited edition business has its 


roots in the Royal Copenhagen com- 
memorative plates dating back to 1888. It 


began to branch out in a big way in the 
United States about 1965 and a lot of 
quick profit firms began to churn out 
hundreds of thousands of items, often 
badly designed, even vulgar The quality 
manufacturers got on the bandwagon 
only recently. 


"When china firms such as Havilland, 


Rosenthal and Wedgwood began bringing 
out Items of qulity and artistry, it be- 
came a better ball game," said dealer 
David Rubin of Silver Spring, Md., whose 
publication, Collector's Guide, lists cur- 
rent market prices of 3,000 "collec- 
tibles " 


THE PUBLIC is now being offered 


taste, and the fine things are what will 
have value in the long run But the word 
limited means nothing, just a gimmick to 
get people to buy. No manufacturer de- 
stroys his master mold — just his work- 
ing mold. Maybe Wedgwood would put 
out a limited edition of 100,000 and it 
wouldn't be enough to satisfy the public, 
where some fly-by-night firm would put 
out 50 of something that would be too 
many " 


Rubin admits there are a lot of collec- 


tors who are not getting the value appre- 
ciation they expected 
because they 


"made the wrong guesses." Luckier are 
the more discriminating collectors who 
paid $125 for Franklin Mint's Christmas 
plate in 1970 and can realize $450 today. 
Purchasers of some of the late Edward 
Marshal Boehm's expensive porcelain 
birds, especially those no longer in pro- 
duction, are watching prices shoot'up 30 
to 40 per cent a year. 


Collector-dealer David Armstrong of 


Pomona, Calif., believes collectors must 
band together and learn the finer points 
of selecting their purchases. He has or- 
ganized a collector's club in Long Beach 
and publishes a newsletter that keeps its 
readers up-to-date. 


Armstrong estimates that there are 


200,000 collectors of plates alone in the 
United States. 


"SOMETIMES a really fine issue is 


gone before I can alert our members," 
he said. "For example, when the Hut- 
schemeuther 
firm 
in Germany 
an- 


nounced its Spring plate designed by 
sculptor Gunther Granget, limited to 
5,000, it was sold out to dealers within 18 
hours." 


Armstrong suggested the following def- 


inition of limited edition items: 


—A collector's item. Anything whose 


production is limited to a particular 
year, but not a limited number. A good 
example is the $16 Royal Copenhagen 
Christmas plate, a solid, conservative in- 
vestment known as the "blue chip" of 
collectibles. 


—A limited edition Anything produced 


in the number of 10,000 or less. 


—Numbered edition. This would be ap- 


plicable to a limited edition bearing a 
number on each item for a given year. 


—Prime limited edition. Items pro- 


duced in the number of 2,000 or less. Fi- 
ner limiteds such as Isp^nky and Cybis 
figurines and Gorham's silver "Sons of 
Liberty" bowl usually are issued in lots 
of 250-500 


ARTISTS FROM Michaelangelo and 


Rembrandt to Picasso are being copied 
on plates. The Hamilton Mint issued 
three sculptured plates baaed on Pi- 
cassos in the National Gallery, Washing- 
ton! and Picasso's lawyers immediately 
objected. 


As the feverish production pace quick- 


ens, no less an expert than Warren Rob- 
bins, director of Washington's Museum 
of African Art, made this observation: 


"You 
simply can't mint art. 
Those 


manufacturers are just suckering people 
in." 


M a y b e . The Staffordshire com- 


memorative china of the early 19th Cen- 
tury is now in museums and massed pro- 
duced decorative articles of the 1920s .and 
1930s are becoming the backbone of an- 
tique shows. Today's limited editions 
may be tomorrow's treasures for collec- 
tors of less than fine art. But you need to 
be wary-and perhaps a bit lucky.

Oace again the sharp Insight 
of a sportswrlter Is dramatically Illus- 
trated. Qtdney will be home witching the 
finals on television. 


Mollne? I've been touting Rock bland 


AQernan as a cinch to survive the Quad 
Cities pressure-cooker and reach the 
Elite Eight. So Mollne made it. 


New Trier East? I said all along It 


would be Maine South and probably 
Waukegan slugging it out hi the Evans- 
ton Supersectional. Brilliant. 


Hinch? I've given up trying to figure 


out the Chicago Public League every 
year, but you cant argue with a 28-2 
record. 


The other big names all season will be 


in Champaign. Lincoln, Lockport Cen- 
tral, Elgin, West Aurora, Collinsvllle. 


Take those five and wrap into one 


package and you have a glistening 139-6 
record. The "experts" say the state 
champ In the Elite Eight will come from 
this Fantastic Five. It's not a sure thing. 


Frankly, It's the balance of this Class 


AA tourney that scares the prognostic*- 
tors, Including this v one. The Fantastic 
Five and the puzzling trio of Mollne, New 
Trier East and Chicago Hlrsch give the 
finals a well-balanced collection of 
schoolboy talent, site, and muscle, quick- 
ness, superb coaching. 


It's not stretching a point to say that 


any of the eight finalists could walk off 
with the top prize in this 86th Illinois 
t o u r n a m e n t . They all have their 
strengths, enough strengths to reach 
Champaign and enough strengths to 
bounce their way past three more oppo- 
nents. Mollne has eight losses but did 
beat three state ranked teams in the last 
three weeks, including Lockport Central. 


There are so many things that can dic- 


tate just what will transpire at the state 
finals, ranging from the way teenagers 
react to pressure in Champaign to (Jle 
actual assignment of officials. Some 
whistlers let the boys play. Some call the 
games tight. It definitely can alter 
strategy. 


When you get this far, to the final 


eight, you desperately want to pull out 
that little extra to reach the pinnacle In 
Illinois high school basketball. 


The title has gene six of the last seven 


yean to nature squads from the heavily 
populated and highly competitive Chi- 
cago suburban territory. 


Because the championship is decided 


with a gruelling schedule of three 
games in two days, the teams with the 
tallest and strongest rebotmders have 
been successful. This was true in 1966 
with Jim Ard sparking Thornton ... in 
1888 with Parrel Jones and Bob Lack- 
ey storming the boards for Evanston... 
in 1969 when Jim Brewer led Proviso 
East... In 1970 when Owen Brown was 
the driving force for La Grange ... and 
in ion and 1972 when bouncing Boyd 
Batta joined forces with the well-muscled 
Quinn Buckner to lead Tbornridge. 


That's why teams like Lockport Cen- 


tral and Elgin and Aurora West look 
good to so many people. They fit into the 
mold of previous champs. 


How does the field shape up for 1973 as 


eight clubs battle for the top prize? What 
should you look for as you waHch the fi- 
nals unfold on television or in person? 


As a guide to help you watch the Class 


AA state finals, I've talked to the 
coaches involved, carefully examined the 
season and the tourney performances, 
the strengths and weaknesses, and have 
come up with these brief scouting reports 
and some predictions.

Nothing Moline does is surprising any 


more. 


The Maroons have knocked off such 


state-ranked clubs as Lockport Central, 
Rock Island Alleman, and Rock Falls in 
recent weeks, they beat tourney tough 
Pekin Tuesday night, 67-46, to reach 
Champaign. 


Moline wages its basketball wars in the 


rugged Western Big Six. Coach Herb 
Thompson's outfit finished fourth this 
year. 


"We won our conference the last two 


years and never made it this far in the 
tourney," says Thompson. "Now, we fin- 
ish fourth and we make the final eight. I 
just don't know." 


You can dismiss Mollne's so-so 20-1 


record as just a case of tackling a de- 
manding schedule. Among their losses 
were a pair to Quincy and Galesburg, 
one to Rock Island Allenman, and one to 
East Moline. Every game In that area is 
treated like a state tourney. 


Moline has good size in front-liners 


Greg Eckert (6-3), Joe Kimpe (6-5), and 
Mike Dempsey (6-8). They like to work 
to Eckert and Dempsey and the 6-8 cen- 
ter is labeled a "happy go lucky type 
who can be tough ... if he wants to be." 
He'll have to be tough if Moline wants to 
survive this first game. 


Eckert threw in 25 points against Pe- 


kin Tuesday as the Maroons shot 55 per 
cent from the floor and outboarded the 
losers 35-21. Greg hit .27 in a 76-66 win 
over Rock Falls. 


The Maroons showed exceptional bal- 


ance in their crucial 51-48 regional title 
win over touted Alleman with Eckert and 
Kimpe high with 12 each. Dempsey had 
11 and guards Tom Doyle and Barry Nel- 
son, who both like to shoot, 10 and 6 re- 
spectively. Moline had Alleman on the 
run, leading 34-21 at halftime, but almost 
•let it slip away. 


Hlrsch rode into the Elite Eight with a 


55-53 conquest of Parker Wednesday and 
to win the state title would have to win 
five games in five days this week. They 
played both Tuesday and Wednesday in 
hiking their handsome mark to 26-2. 


After trailing the entire first half, 


Hlrsch marched ahead thanks to foul 
problems on Parker's big men and the 
leadership of guard Ricky Green and for- 
ward John Robinson, two of the Huskie 
pace-setters all season. 


Green is a four-year regular at Hlrsch,

rocky road. Everything about him was a 
mark of his trade from his general man- 
ager to the crow's feet around his eyes to 
Us bow legs. 


Later, there were others who person- 


ified their calling by sheer force of their 
personalities. Men like Joe McCarthy, 
Casey Stengel. Leo Durocher and yes, 
even WaH Alston, a tough, hard-bitten 
man when he has to be, but in a com- 
pletely different way than John McGraw. 


At the moment, there is no John 


McGraw In the managerial ranks, which 
is just as well, because if there was, he 
probably wouldn't last the season. Not 
with today's players, anyway. 


John McGraw sometimes wotld rip the 


roof off over the loss of a ball game or 
what he considered torn piece of sheer 
stupidity by one of his players, but with 
H all, he was firmly convinced he had 
Uw best job la the world. 


Sparky Anderson, who manages the 


Cincinnati Reds, feels the same way 
about his job. 


"I love it," he tells you right out. 
"I love talking to the writers; I love 


being on TV. I simply love everything 
connected with managing a ball club. 
Some other guys say this and that about 
managing. They tell you all the problems 
and heartacbei attached to it, and there 
are things like that watch can get on 
your nerves, Iwt to me there Is nothing 
else like it. I feel I have the beat job in 
the world." 


Sparky Anderson doesa't try to pass 


himself off as another John McGraw. 


He has won two pennants in three 


years with the Reds; McGraw won 10 in 
29 years with the Giants, but Anderson is 
coming up nicely on the outside. 


"He's the smartest manager in base- 


ball," says Johnny Bench. "I'm not say- 
ing that just because I play with him. If 
you could sit on the bench you'd see for 
yourself. Other managers make moves 
you never dream of. I mean never. Spar- 
ky sits there and calls them in advance. 
I'm talking about the moves of these oth- 
er managers. He's absolutely amazing." 


Sparky Anderson is an unusual man- 


ager In many ways, some of which have 
nothing at all to do with the Reds' gener- 
ally fine performance on the field since 


he began guiding them three years ago. 


"He's a man with consideration for ev- 


erybody else," says Bende Stowe, who 
works the lacker room for die Reds and 
has been with them 21 yean. 


John McGraw was called "Little Napo- 


leon." Nobody ever remembered him ad- 
mitting he was wrong. Anderson readily 
admits when he's wrong. 


"He's extremely loyal and I've never 


met a man with more integrity," says 
Bob Howsam, the Reds' executive vice 
president and general manager. "He just 
says what's in his heart, what in be- 
lieves. I'm sure it has gotten him into a 
few problems, but I believe that's the 
way to be. It's a great trait, one that's 
sadly missing in this day and age."

Direct from 'Wooden's Tabernacle

(First of Two Articles.) 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. — (NBA) — "It 


is with considerable nostalgia," wrote 
Coach John Wooden last fall, "that I be- 
gin my silver anniversary year as head 
coach of UCLA varsity basketball..." 


And it was with considerable pride that 


John Wooden ended his 25th regular sea- 
son, his belief in the old-fashioned and 
yet perennial virtues of industriousness 
and enthusiasm reinforced by the record. 
Twenty-six straight regular season vic- 
tories, phis a pair in the NCAA playoffs, 
put UCLA on the verge of its ninth na- 
tional championship in 10 years, a pheno- 
menal reign. 


UCLA hadn't lost a game since being 


d e f e a t e d by Notre Dame midway 
through the 1970-71 season! It had run its 
victory streak to a record-shattering 73! 


And the architect of this, the most suc- 


cessful team in the history of major col- 
lege athletics, is a schoobnasterbh, prim 
old man, who writes poetry, shuns pro- 
fanity, goes to church regularly and 
thinks the generation gap Is a hollow in 
Appalachla. 


He has, for a quarter of a century, 


fashioned teams in the sunshine oasis of 
southern California from religious 
freaks, pot smokers, militants, long hairs 
and short hairs, Jews and Protestants 
and Catholics and Muslims. 


Just as Yankee Stadium was called, by 


another generation, the House That Ruth 
Built, so could Pauley Pavilion, squat- 
ting just off Sunset Blvd., be called 
the Wooden Tabernacle because this as- 
cetic man from Indiana built the tradi- 
tion for basketball which warranted the 
edifice that regularly fills to its capacity 
of 12,800. 


More important, the steamroller effect 


of his teachings has induced a flow of 
talent from Lew Alcindoc to Sidney 
Wicks to Bill Walton, the current great 
center. 


He la the counter to the gram of liber- 


ated IwHvktaaUty which permeates the 


campus. And the antidote to the strain of 
cynicism in society. 


Over John Wooden's right shoulder in 


the modest second-floor office next to the 
pavilion, where the athletic department 
does its paper work, the wall features a 
written pyramid. At the apex is SUC- 
CESS. The cornerstones at the bottom 
arte " e n t h u s i a s m " and "in- 
dustriousness." And between them, along 
the base, are the "three things of the 
heart" — condition, fundamentals, team- 
work. 


"It's my pyramid of success," ex- 


pounds Wooden, "according to my defini- 
tion of success. Success is not winning 
ball games. Success is peace of mind, 
self-satisfaction in knowing you've done 
your best. 


"I've achieved as much when I didn't 


win a national championship. I've had 
teams which weren't nearly good enough 
to do as wen as they did, teams that 
won 18 games when I'd have been tickled 
if they won 10. 


"I've never had any more pride than

woo our first one. In that 15 or 16 years, 
I'm confident beyond any question of 
doubt I bad five or six teams that could 
have won.

He overcomes it with a 
theme—team play—which has blended 
diverse elements. 


"I tell my players when'they come on 


the basketball floor each day," says 
Wooden, "they are no longer individuals. 


I'm only interested in them as part of a 
team. 


"I chide my players If they don't tare 


and give a nod or a wink to the guy wh» 
gave him the pass, the guy who aet the 
screen or the guy who got tt off the 
board and passed it out. 


"I want every player to score, but you 


look for the pass first. Your shots wffl 
come. I want them to come as the result 
of passing, not at the end of a dribble. 


"I try to teach thinking of other people 


in many other things — treatment of 
waitresses, air line stewardesses. I think 
that makes better team play.

Experiment in rehabilitation 


In the middle of a Washington, D.C. 


black ghetto lives a group of 50 Black ex- 
convicts who are learning how to read- 
just to the society from which they were 
expelled. 


The director of this half-way house for 


former prisoners is Dr. Stewart Aledort, 
a young while psychiatrist who believes 
the only place to help prisoners is outside 
of prison. 


"1 feel prisoners today have no chance 


at being rehabilitated in a prison," Dr. 
Aledort explained. "Prisons exist for 
punishment not correction and in that 
way no prisoner can learn about himself 
in a positive integrated experience. Pris- 
on reinforces the negative aspects of the 
prisoner's personality. 


Any kind of treatment for prisoners 


which will increase their capacity for 
hope, creative ability and better relation- 
ships with people has to be done outside 
of prison, he said 


"We're using a therapeutic community 


model half-way house outside of the pris- 
on." Dr. Aledort said "That means we 
allow a man's life style (as it was when

it let him into prison) to flourish. In this 
context where his life style flourishes 
among SO other prisoners and 16 staff 
members, we're able to see exactly what 
are the antecedents that led to tyie specif- 
ics of his lifestyle. 


"ONCE WE localize the specifics we 


have the chance to suggest an alterna- 
tive to let a man realize what are his 
motivations and his behavioral prece- 
dents which led to his unacceptable be- 
havior." 


The average resident of Dr. Aledort's 


halfway house is 28 years old, has been 
in prison since he was 16, prior to prison 
was in reform school or a delinquency 
center and moved into the halfway house 
after he had been out of prison two 
years. Most of the men were multiple 
offenders. 


Dr. Aledort believes the house milieu 


provides the men with therapy. "Most of 
the treatment comes from themselves. 
The men get very involved with one an- 
other. There is a great deal of sharing 
and interest in each other's problems." 
The men have daily group therapy and 
also participate in multiple family thera- 
py. Through the sessions they learn from 
one another individually and through 
their families what their problems are 
and how they can deal with them. 


There is a myth, according to Dr. Ale- 


dort, prisoners are helpless people, that 
they can't deal with things by them- 
selves. In reality the prisoner 
has 


enormous amounts of ego strength which 
have been shifted into self destruction. 
"We try to take this ego strength and 
make it work for them in more construc- 
tive experiences," he said. 


"These men have to learn to seek out 


the support of the community in a con- 
structive way. They know where the 
'bad' money and 'bad' power are but 
they have to learn to find the good," Dr. 
Alerdot said. "They also have to learn to 
develop a way of sensing out who is for 
them and who against. By knowing these 


things, the ex-prisoner can help himself 
establish an acceptable and helpful net- 
work of friends." 


The halfway house is funded by the 


District of Columbia Department of Cor- 
rections and the Psychiatric Institute 
Foundation.

The player alert to opening principles 


in particular and structural principles in 
general can avoid disaster on the one 
hand and visit it on his opponent on the 
other hand . . . if he is lucky. For even 
genius itself can fail sometimes to sense 
an inobvious danger. 


It is essential during all phases of the 


game to notice weaknesses of squares, 
vulnerability along diagonals, pins or po- 
tential pins and other danger signs. 


For example, look at the opening 


moves 1) P-Q4, P-Q4; 2) P-QB4, PxP 
(the Queen's Gambit Accepted); 3) 
P-K3, P-QN4? (black is unwisely trying 
to preserve the gambit pawn); 4) P-QR4, 
P-QB3; 5) PxP, PxP? (black is oblivious 
to the vulnerability of his rook)

must lose at least a piece. Notice, in- 
cidentally, that the rook is the only un- 
protected piece in the initial position of 
every chess game; this fact is the basis 
of a family of chess combinations.

I call it "hideous" 
because white seems to be playing so 
naturally. But an unspeakable punish- 
ment follows his natural act; he loses a 
piece. After the following moves we 
reach diagram three: 1) P-K4, P-K4; 2) 
N-KB3, N-QB3; 3) B-N5, P-QR3; 4) B-R4, 
P-Q3; 5) P-Q4 the ("natural" move), 
P-QN4; 6) B-N3, NxP; 7) NxN, PxN; 8) 
QxP?? (probably the best try is P-QBS, 
sacrificing a piece), P-QB4, and white 
must lose his bishop. For example, if 9)

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Form Environmental Lawyers Clinic 


by LEA TONKIN 


THEY'VE GOT HIGH HOPES: Pollu- 


tion, politics and public apathy are the 
targets of an ambitious group of legal 
crusaders in the newly formed Environ- 
mental Lawyers Clinic in Chicago. It's 
the first such nonfunded legal service in 
the nation, says spokesman Steven Klein, 
former legal counsel to the Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board (IPCB). 


"This organization should serve two 


purposes," explains Klein. "First, I no- 
ticed when I was with the IPCB that 
some people could not afford to hire at- 
torneys who were equal to the task of 
coming before the boards." This is a gap 
Environmental Lawyers intends to elimi- 
nate, he said. 


Second, the group offers an alternative 


for prosecuting polluters when the IPCB 
or another government prosecutor, falls 
to step Into a case for political or eco- 
nomic reasons, Klein added. The lack of 
prosecutions in Chicago and the hands 
off 
treatment, 
for certain 
polluters 


"leads me to believe this is needed," he 
said. 


The new service began on Monday of 


this week. "We've been swamped with 
telephone calls," said Klein. "But since 
we all hold full-time jobs we have to do 
this service in our free time." The legal 
aid group hopes to eventually set up a 
statewide network of 40 attorneys, in- 
corporate and seek funding. 


In the meantime, the task of weeding 


out cases submitted to the clinic is great. 
Klein suggests cases be submitted in 
writing to' Steven Klein, Environmental 
Lawyers Clinic, 134 N LaSalle St., Chi- 
cago, 111. The telephone number is 641- 
S077. 


Among the clinic's founders are: Alex- 


ander Poilkoff, executive director of 
Businessmen for the Public Interest; 
Richard Kates and Roy Hofer of the 
Clean Air Coordinating Committee; Shel- 
don Plager, University of Illinois law 
professor, Ronald C. Smith, John Mar- 
shall Law School professor; and Shenbel 
Rothenberg of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union. Klein serves as chairman and 
George Covlngton, convervation chair- 
man of the Sierra Club's Great Lakes 
chapter, is associate director. 


Klein said the group hopes to banish 


public apathy on pollution control issues. 
"We've got to guard against losing a 
sense of urgency," he said. 


MORE GIVE THAN TAKE: It seems 


Commonwealth Edison Co is the utility 
against which "more litigation has been 
brought to bear, than any other utility in 
the study" as reported in the findings of 
the Council on Economic Priorities. Yet 
the listing of enforcement actions against 
Commonwealth Edison by the IPCB in- 
dicates a lack of state enforcement in 
comparison with the number of vari- 
ances it requests, says the current issue 
of Illinois Environmental Law Review. 


In the total of 15 cases before the 


board in which Commonwealth Edison 
was a party. 12 were initiated by the util- 
ity on its own behalf Eight are requests 
for variances (exceptions) 
from state 


pollution control standards, four involve 
licensing of nuclear plants and only three 
are enforcement actions 


Violations of air and water quality 


standards are evident in the number of 
requests filed for variances, said the Re- 
view. Taking a look at the record, how- 
ever, the first state enforcement action 
was filed in early 1970 for air pollution 
violation at the Joliet station. Nearly 
three years passed until the (still pend- 


ing) air pollution cases involving Wauke- 
gan and Rockford stations were filed in 
December, 1972.

lead, Dr. Golz said the argument "cites 
no evidence that current levels of lead in 
the ambient air of cities have produced 
any health effects, abnormal levels of 
lead in the blood or endangerment of 
public health." 


The effects of such controls would be 


minimal anyway, adds Dr. Golz. The pol- 
lution control devices which will be re- 
quired on 1975 model year autos are in- 
compatible with leaded gasoline.

Dear Reader — All that cottage cheese 


Is probably good for you. There are only 
a few people who have basic underlying 
metatoUc problems who can't utilize 
large •mounts of calcium in their diets. 
The problem usually is Just the opposite, 
that people aren't getting enough cal- 
cium. Women, In particular, need large 
amounts of calcium to prevent the de- 
calcification on the spine and other bones 
that occurs after the change of Hfe. The 
decaldflcation of the spine past middle 
age in women to responsible for the large 
number of women that you see who have 
a hump in their back and otherwise be- 
gin to lose their height 


The decaldflcation is related to the 


changes in hormones and is much more 
ttkety to occur hi women who are not 
getting enough calcium In their diet This 
is why 1 always recommend that from 
some source, women particularly, should 
get the same amount of calcium that's 
present in a quart of milk on a dally 
basis. 


One of these good sources is cottage 


cheese Another is canned salmon (par- 
ticularly if you eat the bones that are in 
it) In the interest of keeping down ca- 
lories and also if a person needs to limit 
the fat intake in the diet to prevent fatty 
deposits in the arteries and other prob- 
lems, one can use the uncreamed cottage 
cheese and the fortified sJdm milk. 


There seems to be a common idea 


among people with arthritis that their 
problem is caused by too much calcium. 
This is completely wrong. Arthritis is not 
caused or made worse by having too 
much calcium in the diet 


Enjoy your cottage cheese. It's a good 


source of protein and calcium. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I was glad to read 


your recent article on Natal hernia, as I 
have one. I have been thinking about get- 
ting a slant board to use for stimulating 


other parts of my body for short periods 
each day. 


This is arranged so Oat the feet are at 


toast 15 Inches higher than the bead. 
Now I have been wondering If this would 
be bad for the hernia. I do sleep with the 
bead of my bed elevated out I didn't 
know until I read your column that you 
shouldn't bend over to pick things up. 


Dear Reader — Forget about the slant 


board. Remember that a hiatal hernia 
literally has the effect of a hole In the 
diaphragm and the problem an begins 
when the stomach begins to alkie through 
the hole. As long as you're standing up- 
right and there's not too much pressure 
in the abdomen, this is not inclined to 
happen. That's why the head of the bed 
is elevated. If you use a slant board or 
do any other type of exercise In which 
the head is tower than the feet you're apt 
to cause the hernia to slide through the 
bole In the diaphragm. 


In general, people who have hiatal her- 


nia should not do exercises that use the 
abdominal muscle, such as sit-up*, until 
after their stomach has had a chance to 
completely empty. And after having done 
a period of sit-ups it probably would be 
a good idea to either sit, or better, stand 
up far a period of time to mate aura that 
any tendency for the stomach to herniate 
into the diaphragm will at least be min- 
imized.

Chicago Flower and Garden Show 
selects Turn of the Century' theme 


STRAOALY .trip of 


lawn, courtyard cUtigntd by Land-

Tomato varieties classified 
as early, midseason or late 


Few gardening pleasures can match 


the enjoyment of being the first on the 
block to pick ripe tomatoes, and there's 
many a good gardener who feels he's a 
miserable failure if be doesn't pick hii 
first sun-ripened tomato by July 4. 


Choosing the right varieties is Impor- 


tant, since tomatoes are generally classi- 
fied as early, midseason or late. When 
buying seed, read the color packet or the 
catalog description to see how many 
days are required to reach maturity. 


An early variety win average 60 days 


from setting out foot-high plants — and 
that means starting the seed indoors an- 
other 45 days ahead of transplanting to 
get the required size plants — preferably 
with flowers already blooming. 


Of course, tomatoes are very sensitive 


to frost, and they should not be put into 
the garden until danger of frost is over, 
but If you're tempted to risk an earlier 
start, peach baskets will afford some 
protection from cold nights. 


Hybrids will also give you a better 


chance of reaching that early-ripening 
date, since they have stronger rigor and 
greater productivity. 


Another booster is to use black plastic 


as mulch. It keeps the soil warm, main- 
tains an even soil temperature. It also 
conserves water and keeps down weeds. 
Once you've tried black plastic you'll 
never raise tomatoes without it. 


A fertile soil is another must, and a 


general-purpose fertilizer should be ap- 
plied at least twice during the growing 
season — when the plants are first set 
outside; and when the fruit has started 
to form. 


Disease-resistant tomatoes are also 


more likely to produce early results, and 
these are identified by the initials, VF, 
meaning Verticillium and Fusarium Wilt 
resistant, the most common tomato dis- 
eases. 


Follow these guidelines, end there's a 


good chance you will be the first on your 
block to pick ripe fruit.

"Turn of the Century," an era when 


horticulture reached a peak of perfection 
as reflected at the time in every home, 
has been selected as the theme for the 
15th annual Chicago Flower and Garden 
Show March 24-April 1 in McCormick 
Place. 


Robert P. Wintz, executive director of 


the Chicago Horticultural Society and 
Flower Show Manager, says "the theme 
was chosen for the restful, relaxed at- 
mosphere it connotes, and because so 
much of today's living is turning back to 
that time as shown, for example, in the 
use of wicker furniture and antiques and 
in nostalgic clothing styles." 


For the first time in its history pre- 


sented as a non-profit event, the 1973 
show is co-sponsored by the Chicago 
Horticultural Society and the Chicago As- 


Change ordinary yard 


Can you afford a do-nothing front 


yard? Yes — if your property is exten- 
sive, if side and rear gardens offer 
ample living space, if yard, street and 
neighboring properties create an attrac- 
tive outlook for front windows, and if you 
don't mind being on display. 


But rarely is that the case. The answer 


is to take the do-nothing front yard and 
transform it to a do-something area. 


Begin by eliminating the concept of the 


traditional front yard, substituting a 
walled forecourt that also serves as liv- 
ing space. 


The wall is the key because it controls 


the view, shutting out the undesirable 
and forming the backdrop for a new 
scene. Within the wall, space that 
seemed much too small will actually ap- 
pear larger. 


It goes without saying that the wall 


should be head high or more, even if it 
means seeking a variance to local build- 
ing regulations. 


For a courtyard wall or fence, the best 


pattern offers good shadow patterns and 
the serenity of uncluttered lines. Against 
this, leaf textures, colors and the tracery 
of plant forms show to best advantage. 


A variation of vertical board style, de- 


signed with boards recessed from the 
edge of posts, is a good possibility. 


It's built by connecting western cedar 


4x4-inch posts at the top with a 2x4-inch 
rail set edge-out in the usual manner. 
Then a 1x2 inch nailing strip is added, 
flush with the outside edge. A center 
2x4-inch stringer and 2x6 inch bottom 
stringer are set flat between posts. 


Using resawn boards finished with 


semi-transparent 
stain preserves the 


wood's texture, and jogging the fence 
line offers opportuntites to create plant- 
ing niches, a special section on which to 
espalier a shrub, or a means of allowing 
proper growth space for an ornamental 
tree. 


sociaton of Commerce and Industry. 


The show will occupy 300,000 square 


feet of floor space, a 50 per cent increase 
over any previous show, making the 
event the largest of its type in the coun- 
try. 


Of primary importance Wintz believes, 


is the fact that the show's new features 
are in direct response to requests from 
visitors to former shows. 


"We are responding to the demand for 


designs of small gardens, more educa- 
tional features, and gardens relating to 
people in the city — both home and 
apartment dwellers," Wintz explains. 


"This will be a community show very 


concerned with offering practical ideas 
to all who attend," Wintz adds. He says, 
"Everyone will have a good time but 
they also will learn from the show." 


Turn-of-the-centary artifacts will be 


used in the show design to carry out the 
theme. Four refreshment gardens in the 
main exhibit areas will provide an un- 
usual variety of places to get a snack 
and rest. 


There win be an old-fashioned ice 


cream parlor, a European outdoor cafe, 
and a Japanese tea garden. French-fried 
mushrooms will be the taste treat fea- 
tured at the Mushroom House. Strolling 
musicians will entertain in each cafe 
playing music typical of the period they 
represent. 


Chicago's "preview of spring" will in- 


clude spectacular gardens with plants, 
trees and shrubs hi full foliage and 
bloom. Many of the flowers and horticul- 
tural displays are being gathered from 
around the world for planting at show 
time. 


Commercial exhibit areas will be ar- 


ranged according to the products offered 
and will fall under the categories of the 
Garden Market, Merchandiser's Mall, 
Home and Yard Improvement Center 
and an. International Bazaar and Gour- 
met Center. 


Educational features of the show will 


include garden project displays by 


schools, amateur groups, city and state 
agencies, and floral arrangements by 
members of women's garden clubs. 


Community involvement displays will 


be presented to foster civic pride in 
clean-up, beautification, and physical im- 
provement programs. The show sponsors 
will offer awards and prizes to encourage 
these activities. 


Visitors also may broaden their knowl- 


edge of horticulture at a Garden Theater 
where films of the world's most beautiful 
gardens will be shown. 


Stressing environmental control will be 


an area for display of equipment, sys- 
tems and models and for lectures and 
film programs to assist the public and 
industry to understand what can be done 
to control pollution and better the envi- 
ronment.

an extra expense, but clearly the po- 
tential savings are worthwhile. Time 
spent in the garden can be written 
off as healthy exercise. 


People who have never gardened in 


their lives before are suddenly digging 
up weed patches to plant productive 
vegetable gardens. The Mg incentive for 
doing this Is economy, since a family of 
four can save up to $100 on grocery bills 
by letting their garden produce essential 
fresh vegetables such as tomatoes, let- 
tuce, beets, zucchini squash, bush beans 
and peppers. 


Even a small area just 10 feet wide by 


15 feet deep can provide bountiful bar- 
vests of tasty vitamin-rich vegetables 
from spring until fall, with time spent on 
weeding and fertilizing written-off as 
healthy exercise. 


The garden design shown above fits 


into the average backyard with ease, will 
provide a family of four with fresh vege- 
tables from just $3.10 seed cost, and re- 
quires no backbreaking work to take 
care of. It's a versatile garden, and the 
rank beginner can cut it down to even 
smaller size if wanted. Other vegetable 
preferences can be substituted for those 
shown in the diagram. 


Radish, for example, can be added 


without much extra space; eggplant 
could be substituted for peppers; cau- 
liflower instead of cabbage; sweet corn 
in place of zucchini squash — and so on. 


As few as six hybrid tomato plants will 


produce bushels of fruit. Beets can be 
planted and harvested within SO days, 
then started again. Zucchini squash 
grows fast and forms a dense bush, pro- 
ducing the fruits over a long period if 
picked regularly.

Carrots are best picked when young 


and tender, and parsley is the most use- 
ful herb to have inthe garden, providing 
extra flavor to so many dishes. 


Bush beans are extra productive, and 


many varieties will mature within 50 
days. If the garden produces more beans 
than the family can eat, they are easy to 
freeze. 


The tomatoes, peppers, and cabbage 


are be»t started early indoors — about 
six to eight weeks before transplanting 
into the garden. Lettuce, carrots, pars- 
ley, bush beans and zucchini squash are 
best direct-sown into the garden. 


Plant food supplies 
fall short of needs 


Garden centers, farmers, landscapes 


and nurserymen have been alerted that 
plant food supplies for spring would be in 
very short supply according to Vernon 
Heinz, manager of Lake-Cook Farm & 
Garden Store at 510 E. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights. 


Heinz said that homeowners, gardeners, 


schools and park districts, industry and 
others should buy early as the farmers 
have been doing this year. "Avoid short- 
ages and further price increase," he 
said. "Because of a very wet 1972 very 
little plant food was applied to lawns. 
Very heavy growth depleted soils even 
further, so homeowners will be putting 
down heavier amounts in 1973." 


Farm and Garden stores are fearful of 


shortages because much plant food is 
being shipped overseas and freight cars 
are in very short supply because of 
heavy grain movements. Farmers who 
normally apply bulk plant foods are fac- 
ing ever-greater shortages and will soon 
dry up the bagged plant food market, it 
was stated. They too, will be applying 
heavier amounts. 


"Wherever you buy your plant food — 


get it now. Store in your garage or better 
yet apply to lawns right away," Heinz 
said.

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If you are of the millions of Americans 


who will plant vegetables this year to 
help reduce the food bill, you should 
know that the weeks ahead can be cru- 
cial in assuring a bountiful harvest. 


Unlike flowers, vegetables seldom fully 


recover if their growth is checked. The 
successful gardener gives his plot contin- 
ual loving care and attention because the 
moment a vegetable plant stops growing, 
It is in serious trouble. 


Should your vegetable garden appear 


to slow down, consider these tips to see if 
you are following through on some basic 
fundamentals. 


Be certain this is done gently, thor- 


oughly, and at regular Intervals. Vege- 
tables won't grow well without plenty of 
moisture. As an aid In judging watering, 
place an empty tin can in the garden and 
turn on the water. Let it run until the 
can contains about one inch of water — 


that's the sign the dousing has been ade- 
quate. 


The best time to water vegetables is 


late in the afternoon or early evening. 
The foliage should have time to dry be- 
fore dark to prevent fungus growth. 


During days of excessive heat, you can 


help your vegetables resist high tem- 
peratures by lightly spreading peat moss 
or green town clippings along the rows. 
The mulch will retain moisture. 


With vegetables, some kind of insect 


invasion is almost a sure thing. Protect 
your plants with frequent spraying or 
dusting. 
A multipurpose garden in- 


secticide such as Fruit and Vegetable In- 
sect Spray or Tomato and Vegetable 
Dust will provide excellent insect control 
and is safe to use on vegetables when 
applied according to directions. 


You will need more than a single appli- 


cation for full protection. In fact, you

Ingredients 
for success 


Three ingredients of success in the con- 


tinuing health of indoor plants in a home 
or office are: light, humidity, and tem- 
perature 


The American Association of Nursery- 


men counsels that the amount of light 
required by an indoor planting depends 
on the type of plant, itself. The garden 
center will recommend the density of 
light required for each plant. For some, 
the natural light available will suffice; 
othcis will require additional illumina- 
tion 


The moisture, or humidity, required is 


usually less than the amateur indoor gar- 
dener might expect A "moisture meter" 
K a highly useful device for measuring 
this factor, and is available from most 
garden centers 


The happiest temperature for indoor 


plants is about 70 to 72 degrees, and of- 
fices or homes with a number of plant- 
ings should avoid changing the tempera- 
ture significantly at night.

er trowel-wielder. Let every liberated 
gardener enjoy his own mistakes. My 
wish is that he or she will find as much 
sport as 1 have in the unorthodox hus- 
bandry of folwers, vegetables, turf and 
trees. 


Along the way I've hit on some max- 


ims which may never rank with Kepler's 
Law of Planetary Motion or Newton's 
Law of Gravity. Maybe they will find a 
place with Parkinson's Law of Dimin- 
ishing Return. 


An innovator in the garden often finds 


himself a cocktail hour conversation top- 
ic. Some bright-eyed kibitzer who has 
been spying over the back fence starts 
the ball bouncing with, "I see you're 
planting your sweet pea seeds upside 
down. What's the big idea?" 


If the brave heretic can reply readily 


with a Taylor Truth, "The Liberated 
Gardener toils in the inverse ratio of his 
applied scientific brainstorms," it will 
give the funster pause. 


If that doesn't ease the pressure, our 


maverick can cite an old Latin gardening 
maxim, namely, "Campanula verbena 
antirrhinum nasturtium scabios gera- 
nium salpiglosis." While the party is 
translating that one, our Liberated Gar- 
dener has time to fortify himself with a 
Martini. 


should continue to spray, even when 
plants are well-established. A good prac- 
tice is to spray or dust about every 10 
days. Allow, of course, for the proper in- 
terval between the last preventive appli- 
cation and the picking of the crop for 
eating. 


Take note that only certain chemicals 


can be used on certain vegetables and 
such products have been cleared for use 
by the Food and Drug Administration as 
well as having passed extensive labora- 
tory and field tests conducted by the 
manufacturer. 


Most home gardeners neglect to ferti- 


lize their vegetable patch. Sometimes 
you can get by without fertilization in a 
first-year garden, but it is best to plan on 
providing light and frequent feeding. 


Some of the popular plant foods come 


in easy-to-handle pellet or liquefied form. 
If you prefer to place manure or solid 
fertilizer in your garden, dig a shallow 
furrow a few inches from the vegetable 
rows. Cover and tamp down so the fer- 
tilizer won't run off as you water. 


Your garden will produce a better crop 


if you give your plants a good feeding 
when they are about a third grown. 


Hoe regularly and use a mulch to keep 


the weeds down. Weeds take nutrients 
and water away from your vegetable 
plants and should be eliminated as soon 
as they appear. 


If you have a large garden, a chemical 


herbicide will help you reduce the weed- 
ing chore. Study the directions and ap- 
ply with care as a carelessly applied her- 
bicide will damage plants.

Garden tidbits 


Want a quick, temporary hedge in your 


garden? Kochia. or burning bush, is a 
fast growing foliage plant resembling an 
ornamental evergreen. But the remark- 
able advantage is that it can be easily 
grown from seed to form a lovely hedge 
three feet tall. In fall, it turns red, and is 
killed by frost, but while it lasts, kochia 
makes a beautiful background for flower- 
ing annuals. 


Young cactus plants regularly sell for 


a dollar each, but did you know that they 
are fun and easy-to-grow from seed, and 
a 50c packet will grow dozens of different 
kinds? Cactus like a sandy starting soil, 


and a little patience, since the seed is 
sometimes slow to germinate, but it's a 
fascinating sight to observe the baby 
cactus sprout perfectly formed from 
those tiny inexpensive seeds. 


Do you know why seedsmen are breed- 


ing all-female cucumbers? Because on a 
normal cucumber plant only half the 
flowers are female capable of producing 
fruit. On an all-female cucumber plant 
all the flowers can yield fruit.

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THE HERALD Some new seed types 


New seed displays are brightening tip 


stores across the country — and some 
fascinating stories surround the origins 
of many of the flower seed varieites on 
display. 


Most have been discovered by plant ex- 


plorers who risked life and limb in 
strange countries in their search for new 
flowers to beautify our gardens. 


Indeed, the greatest voyage of dis- 


covery before man went to the moon was 
sponsored by a botanist, Sir Joseph 
Banks, who 200 years ago financed the 
expeditions of Captain James Cook, 
which resulted1 in the discovery of New 
Zealand, Hawaii and Alaska. 


More modest plant expeditions are in 


progress today, and since 1956 the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 


sent 13 plant expeditions around the 
world. 


China has been a rich source of new 


flowers, including hollyhocks, oriental 
poppies and asters. Africa has yielded 
carnations and snapdragons, while Eu- 
rope gave us sweet peas, foxgloves, and 
Shirley poppies. 


From 
South America came nas- 


turtiums, petunias, morning glories, 
scarlet sage, portulaca and verbenas, 
while in Mexico the Spanish Con- 
quistadors first set eyes on ageratum, 
zinnias, marigolds, cosmos and dahlias. 


Native American plants include the 


sunflower (now a vital part of Russia's 
economy on account of its vitamin-rich, 
oil-producing seeds), the columbine, glo- 
riosa daisies, phlox and California pop- 


Environmental concerns 
begin in own backyard 


IT WAS THf Spanish Conquistadors 
who first discovered marigolds grow- 
ing in Maxico. Other flowers of Mexi- 


can origin include the zinnias, cosmos 
and dahlias. 


The problems of environmental pollu- 


tion seem large enough to discourage 
most private citizens. Industrial waste, 
tons of refuse to be handled, uncon- 
trollable traffic, unstoppable smoke- 
stacks, dirty lakes and streams: all seem 
beyond the reach of any individual. 


In the face of these seemingly insur- 


mountable ecological threats, a number 
of groups are suggesting steps available 
to any concerned person wishing to make 
some contribution to protect and improve 
of his world. 


One of these groups is the American 


Association of Nurserymen, the national 
organization of nursery growers, garden 
center and landscape firms. They are 
currently emphasizing the major envi- 
ronmental role of green, growing trees 
and plants — and the fact that the place 
to begin expressing a concern for the en- 


vironment is in our own backyards and 
communities. 


"Plant materials are among the most 


effective fighters of pollution in exis- 
tence," the nursery industry people say. 
"From the beginning of the world they 
have purified the air, enriched the earth, 
buffered noise, added beauty. Now we 
must become re-acquainted with these 
gifts nature has for us." 


Homeowners can begin in their own 


backyard and community, the AAN coun- 
sels. Plant a hedge along the property 
line to reduce the noise level from a free- 
way. Add a shade tree here or there to 
catch the pollutants in the air and hold 
them until the rain can wash them harm- 
lessly into the ground. 


Talk with your neighbors about getting 


a few trees installed along the street to 
add beauty to the neighborhood. Discuss 
the possibilities of turning that vacant lot 
into a mini-park.

Soil may contain organisms 
that will harm young plants 


Have you ever tried to grow some 


plants from seed at this time of year and 
failed? They may have sprouted, poked 
their head through the soil and then col- 
lapsed. 


The reason for failure could be dirty 


soil. Dirty or unsterilized soil can be so 
loaded with disease organisms that they 
simply overwhelm tender young baby 
plants. 


Soil sterilization gives • good measure 


of protection against plant ailments 
caused by disease organisms carried in 
the soil. 


Using atcrilbtd toil is abo one good 


precaution against "damping off." This 
is a common disorder canted by fungi 
that rots seeds and causes young seed- 
lings to topple over and die. 


You can't depend on any ingredient in 


your soil mixture, garden loam, organic 
matter or sand to be sterile. Therefore, 
sterilize the soil or get a treated supply

of residential

from a local greenhouse. 


This is not bandage-sterile soil. It's 


pasteurized soil — only the harmful or- 
ganisms are killed or reduced in number. 


Soil can be sterilized with either heat 


or chemicals, although heat is more ef- 
fective. 


For heat sterilization at home use the 


oven or pressure cooker. Heat the soil to 
180 degrees — no higher — and hold it 
for 20 minutes. 


Use some restraint the first few weeks 


in fertilizing a pasteurized soil. The pas- 
teurization tends to release some of the 
natural goodness or nutrients in the soil 
and make them immediately available. 
Thus adding more fertilizer will overdo a 
good thing. 


Proper moisture level is also impor- 


tant when sterilizing soil with heat. If the 
soil is too dry, heating may not be uni- 
form and pasteurization will be in- 
complete. If it is too wet, it will heat up 
very slowly. 


Formaldehyde is a chemical that is 


sometimes suggested for home pasteuri- 
zation of soil. It's fine if it is used out- 
side. In the home, its burning, acrid 
fumes will kill or damage other house- 
plants and will be very irritating to the 
nose.

American families have let? time 


to devote to caring for their tawis and 
gardens than they might wish, according 
to the recently released data from the 
1970 census. Recognizing this fact, mem- 
bers of the American Association of Nur- 
serymen are suggesting a speical ap- 
proach to landscaping for busy people. 


The best plan for residential land- 


scaping can have unhappy results, they 
point out, if it is beyond the ability or 
capacity of the resident to provide prop- 
er upkeep. The design of outside decora- 
tion should take into account the time 
and Interest available for Its care. 


The need for this kind of planning is 


highlighted by a number of items in the 
Census Bureau report. The Bureau found 
that some 40 per cent of the nation's 
adult women are in the labor force; a 
tenth of all families are headed by wom- 
en; a fourth of all Americans are in 
school; ted about half the nation's fami- 
lies ore Mag in • different house from 
the one they occupied five years ago. 


To meet the requirement of these busy 


families on the move for outdoor sur- 
roundings that are beautiful and comfort- 
able. yet easy to keep that way, the na- 
tion's nursery growers, garden centers, 
landscape designers and installers sug- 
gest what is sometimes called "zone 
maintenance." 


It simply mean that there may be 


some parts of the yard which require 
little or no attention . . . • small patch of 
lawn to mow. or perhaps a ground-cover 
wnkh doesn't even require that. Then, 
here and there, a flower bed or other 
plantings which ask for some trimming 
and weeding and fertilizing to provide an 
outlet for the gardener's activity without 
overtaxing Ms time limitations. 


The important factor, the American 


Association of Nurserymen says, Is that 
the combination of the different types of 
attention areas or "maintenance zones" 
be geared to the individual situation of a 
specific family.

MThe American Sportsman," with host Curt Gowdy, will trav- 


el to Texas to join actor Raymond St. Jacques on location of a 
movie making his directorial debut, to New Mexico with singer 
Jimmy Dean to trap a mountain lion and to the state of Wash- 
ington to observe the unique training procedure for the working 
Labrador retriever, Sunday, March 25 on the ABC Television 
Network. 


"The American Sportsman" will make an unusual visit be- 


hind the scenes of the motion picture, "Book of Numbers,*' 
which is being produced and directed by Raymond St. Jacques, 
who starred in 'The Pawnbroker" and "Cotton Comes to Har- 
lem." ABC's cameras will follow the production company as 
Max KJeven, a Hollywood stuntman for the past 20 years and 
second unit director of this film, creates a wild and woolly auto 
chase scene. 


In this feature, "The American Sportsman" documents the 


production pressures these artists face in creating the vital action 
scenes seen in today's movies. 


Entertainer Jimmy Dean talks with Bill Huey, chief of the 


Game Management Division of the New Mexico Fish and 
Game Department and works with state game biologists in the 
field. 


The adventure begins with hunting dogs chasing a mountain 


lion until they manage to tree him. Dean then shoots the animal 
with a tranquilizing dart. The big cat is removed from the tree 
and his paws, skull and total length are measured.

The Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences isn't alone in thinking that Pasetta 
is the man who'll make the show click. 
The veteran producer-director is much 
in demand, evidenced this year by the 
fact that he is director of all three major 
award shows—last month's Grammy 
program, the Oscars, and the Emmy 
Awards in May. It's the first time one di- 
rector has ever done this. 


"For too many years, the Oscar show 


was produced with only the live Holly- 
wood audience in mind," Pasetta says.

car presentations. He, much like us at home, has no advance notice 
about the winners. "I find out when they open the envelope, just 
like everybody else."

tion shots. Just prior to an envelope being opened, cameras are cued 
in on the nominees in the audience. At the same time, orchestra 
conductor Jack Elliott and his musicians must be prepared to strike 
up a musical theme matching a winning nominee. "Sure, it's hec- 
tic," Pasetta admits, "but that's our business."

Plan commission urges 
Hawthorn project annex 


The Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 


Wednesday night recommended to the 
village board the approval of the annexa- 
tion agreement for the 124-acre Haw- 
thorn development, providing several 
changes are nude. 


The approval came after four con- 


secutive weeks of discussion before the 
plan commission. 


Th* project, as planned, will contain 


1,234 privately-owned units, constating of 
3tt condominiums, 522 townhouses and 
424 multiplex units. It will house be- 
tween 3,500 and 4,000 persons. 


The developers, Tekton Corp. and the 


Richards Group, said they want "total 
flexibility" to switch to any combination 
of condominiums, townhouses or multi- 
plex units should they have difficulty 
selling one of the types. 


The plan commission disagreed and 


Mid they would recommend the village 
board approve the project giving the de- 
veloper the right to vary the types of 
units by only 10 per cent from the origi- 
nal plan. 


The commission also suggested that 


the village board allow the developer 
only a 10 per cent variation from original 
plans in (he number of one-, two- and 
three-bedroom units. 


THE PLAN commission and the devei 


oper also disagreed on zoning for two 
commercial sites within the project. The 
developer wants B-2 (business) zoning 
and the plan commission wants the more 
restrictive B-l (business boning. 


Michael Di Vlncenzo, superintendent of 


School Disc 102, who earlier said the de- 
velopment would place a severe financial 


burden on the schools, said Wednesday 
the district has been meeting with the 
developer in an attempt to solve the 
problem. 


Di Vlncenzo said because of the cur- 


rent tax lag, which averages about 18 
months, no funds will be available to the 
school district to handle additional stu- 
dents. The development could add as 
many as 700 students to the district 
which currently has 300 students. 


Di Vlncenzo said although not opposed 


to the project, he was concerned where 
the needed money would come from. 


The developers said they will donate 16 


acres of land for a school and park. Di 
Vlncenzo said, however, the school dis- 
trict cannot afford to build a school. 


ONE SOLUTION is a plan proposed by 


the school district. Under that plan, the 
district will buy the land from the devel- 
per instead of accepting it as a donation. 
The developer, in turn, will give the 
money back to the school district for op- 
erating expenses. 


Di Vincenzo said the money for the 


land purchase could be obtained through 
a referendum. The referendum will be 
for the amount the school district deter- 
mines it needs to operate. "It doesn't 
matter how much we give the developer 
for the land, because we're going to get 
it all back," he said. 


Di Vincenzo said the reason the school 


district would hold the referendum for 
the land purchase, Instead of for oper- 
ating expenses, is because they would 
not get enough money to meet those ex- 
penses.

a resolution which requires all devel- 
opers to make a land or cash donation to 
the school and park districts. The resolu- 
tion, which is an ordinance in Naperville 
and several other towns, is currently 
being tested in court as to whether it is 
constitutional.

The developer plans to build a swim- 


ming pool and recreation center for the 
private use of the residents. Kiddle said 
such a plan could be acceptable to the 
park district. 


After approving the project, the plan 


commission passed a motion to recom- 
mend to the village board that the area 
be annexed into the Wheeling Rural Fire 
Protection District. 


If annexation is approved by the vil- 


lage board, the development will be lo- 
cated northeast of Aptakisic Road (Wei- 
land Road) and the Lake-Cook County 
line.

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282 teachers protest board refusal 
School board still won't 
negotiate non-salary items

DCS Plaines Elementary~School Dist. 


S3 board of education reaffirmed Ita re- 
fusal to negotiate non-salary items de- 
spite the protest of more than 280 teach- 
ers Wednesday night. About 282 teachers 
stood outside the Administration Center 
at 777 Algonquin Rd. to hear the decision 
of the board members meeting with the 
teachers' inundating team. 


The teachers want to negotiate certain 


non-salary item with the board of edu- 
cation negotiating committee. The com- 
mittee says these Hems are non-nego- 
tiable, aid Michael Powers, teacher at 
South Elementary School and member of 
the executive committee of the Des 
Plaines Education Aseoc., the teachers 
association at Dist. 62. 


Neither the teachers nor the board 


would reveal the specific non-salary 
Items. "We feel It would be unfair to our 
team and the board team to reveal these 
items to the public," said Powers. Mem- 
ben of the association executive com- 
mittee toU teachers Wednesday night not 
to answer questions from the press on 
the non-salary Items. 


In addressing the crowd of teachers 


Wednesday, one member of the teachers' 
negotiating team mentioned the size of 
classes at Dist. 62 as one of the items 
teachers want negotiated. The Herald 
has also learned that guidelines for han- 
dling student discipline problems is an- 
other item. Projected class sizes for next 
year at Dist. 62 are about 29 students per 
teacher in the district's three Junior high 
schools and 24 students per teacher in 
the 11 elementary schools. 


THE TEACHERS' association met in a 


general meeting at Iroquois Junior High 
School Tuesday to plan Wednesday 
night's rally which was attended by 
about 76 per cent of the total teaching 
staff at Dist. 62. The largest turnouts 
came from Algonquin, Chippewa and 
Iroquois Junior High schools and Cum- 
berland, South, West, Maple and Orchard 
Place Elementary school. 


The teachers were gathered in the 


parking lot of the district administration 
center waiting for a response to their 
request from the board negotiating team. 
The meeting was closed to the public. 


One teacher who has been employed by 


Dist. 62 for 31 years said the rally was 
the first she had seen in the district. 


Power said, "It's historic." 


According to members of the teachers 


negotiating committee who addressed the 
rally, the board still refused to negotiate 
non-salary items. When asked if they 
would accept the board's reply the crowd 
of teachers' yelled "no." Charles Ac- 
qullla, president of the teachers' associ- 
ation, told the crowd, "I think the board 
knows by now that we are going to back 
our negotiating team." 


IN A PREPARED statement released 


Wednesday the teachers association said, 
"The teachers through our professional 
organization have submitted to the board 
of education a number of proposals for 
improving our school district. The board 
of education and the Des Plaines Educa- 
tion Association presently have a con- 
tract that commits both parties to nego- 
tiate matters of mutual concern. But the 
board's negotiating team has refused to 
negotiate at all on a number of our pro- 
posals." 


In commenting on the board of educa- 


tion negotiating committee, the state- 
ment said, they responded to teacher 
requests for negotiations "by simply re-

'Colony9 see&s annexation to Mount Prospect 


Property owners of "The Colony," a 


multi-use planned unit development at 
the northwest corner of Oakton Street 
and Elmhurst Road, are seeking to an- 
nex to the Village of Mount Prospect. 
Plans for the unit and the request for 
annexation were discussed at last week's 
meeting of the Mount Prospect Plan 
Commission and Board of Appeals. 


The plan commission will discuss the 


project at its meeting tonight. The ap- 
peals board will discuss it Thursday 
night and Monday night if needed. Both 
groups are to make recommendations to 
the village board by April 2. The village 


board will meet April 5 in a special ses- 
sion to discuss the plan. 


The complex would include 704- multi- 


family dwelling units, a 45,000-square- 
foot retail center, a 256-room hotel, a- 
four-story finance center and 
office 


building and a 450-seat movie theater. Of 
the dwelling units, 66 will be studio 
apartments, 354 will be one-bedroom, 214 
two-bedroom and 70 three-bedroom. All 
this would be built by Lincoln Property 
Co. No. 40 on a 27.92-acre site. 


The Lincoln Property representatives 


presented a tax impact study to the com- 
missions Friday that showed the com- 


Mayors' 'tacit agreement* 
allows disputed land use 


A "tacit agreement" exists between 


the mayors of Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines to allow development of an 8.89- 
acre site at the southwest corner of 
Dempster Street and Elmhurst Road, de- 
spite the property being the subject of 
litigation between the two communities. 


The property, a former mushroom 


farm owned by Kenroy Inc. of Skokie, 
has been the object of dispute for four 
years. Both claim to have annexed the 
property — Des Plaines in April, 1968, 
and Mount Prospect in March, 1969. 


The agreement, revealed by Mount 


Prospect Mayor Robert D. Teichert this 
week, is designed to allow Kenroy to de- 
velop the property now, rather than forc- 
ing Kenroy to wait until the courts de- 
cide which community the land is in. 


UNDER THE agreement between Tei- 


chert and Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 
Behrel, Des Plaines will rezone the prop- 
erty for multi-family use. Then Kenroy 
will be able to build using the stricter of 
the two communities' building codes and 
paying the higher building fees. Such 
fees would be placed in escrow until a 
court decides on community jurisdiction. 


The property is already zoned for mul- 


ti-family use in Mount Prospect. A public 
hearing is scheduled for April 3 before 
the Des Plaines Zoning Board of Appeals 
for similar zoning. 


Under the Des Plaines petition the 


owners are asking for a multi-family 
planned unit development with 198 apart- 
ments in eleven 2V4-story brick buildings. 
The proposed bedroom mix la either 99 
one-bedroom and 99 two-bedroom units 
or 66 one-bedroom and 132 two-bedroom 
units. Parking for 330 Cars will be pro- 


vided. 


Teichert told his village board Tuesday 


night the agreement was reached "so as 
not to hold up the property owner." He 
said the property owner has a right to 
develop his land, a right that should not 
be withheld because of the squabbling. 


This past summer, Kenroy officials re- 


quested the court to allow them to inter- 
vene in the case "because neither the 
village nor the city has been able to re- 
solve the issue." 


A TRIAL date was originally set for 


October, but for a number of reasons has 
been postponed several times. The next 
scheduled court hearing is April 30. 


James Sable, an attorney for Kenroy, 


said there is "some question as to wheth- 
er the first annexation (to Des Plaines) 
was valid." Allegedly, Kenroy was "una- 
ware of the proceedings of the municipal- 
ities at the time the annexation took 
place)." 


According to Teichert, Mount Pros- 


pect's position is that Kenroy officials pe- 
titioned Des Plaines for annexation sub- 
ject to receiving multi-family zoning, but 
when Des Plaines allegedly failed to act 
on the petition, Kenroy withdrew the 
request. 


Then Kenroy petitioned Mount Pros- 


pect, Teichert said, but Des Plaines an- 
nexed the kind anyway. "We claim the 
Des Plaines annexation was not a proper 
annexation because it was not voluntary, 
but accidental," Teichert said last Au- 
gust. 


At that time, Teichert added the land- 


owner was being held "as a pawn." The 
agreement now is apparently an attempt 
to remove that pawn.

Police said Connors robbed Dominic 


Pellegrino, 2019 Neva Ave., a driver for 
Flash Taxkab Co., of $38 in cash and 
credit cards after Pellegrino picked him 
up at an O'Hare Airport terminal Feb. 
22. 


Connors asked to be taken to Pratt 


Ave. and Maple St. in Des Plaines and 
pulled a gun on Pellegrino when they ar- 
rived, police said. 


Connors then allegedly drove the cab 


to a field near Sycamore St. and Central 
Ave. where he forced the driver into the 
trunk and fled. 


PELLEGRINO WAS later freed after a 


man walking his dog near the field sum- 
moned police when be heard the calls for 
help. 


Pellegrino told police he heard of a 


south side Chicago cab driver who had 
been robbed the game night in similar 
fashion by a gunman who fit the descrip- 
tion of Peilegrino'B assailant. 


The other driver however, wrestled the 


gun away from the man. Chicago police 
later arrested Connors for the robberty. 


Pellegrino identified Connors as the 


holdup man inside the court-building, ac- 
cording to poHce. 


Connors' bond had been set at $10,000 


on the Chicago charges but was raised to 
$20,000 when the Des Plaines charges 
were lodged. 


Connors is currently being held in Cook 


County jail and is scheduled to appear 
April 19 in Chicago branch of County Cjr- 
cuit Court on both the Des Plaines and 
Chicago charges.

Meadows day school. These children are 
severely retarded or emotionally disturb- 
ed and unable to attend public school 
special classes. 


Twenty-seven adults from Maine Town- 


ship are enrolled in Clearbrook's Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Center and Shel- 
tered Workshop in Elk Grove Village In 
addition, several mildly and moderately 
retarded Maine Township adults will be 
living in their new community facility in 
Arlington Heights. 


In November, 1970 Clearbrook officials 


asked for a special use permit from the 
city to allow construction of the school on 
the residentially zoned corner. Their 
request received heavy opposition from 
more than 50 nearby residents. 


The city council granted the special 


use request in early February but resi- 


dents challenged that decision. A second 
vote was taken in March. Clearbrook 
again won approval from the city council 
by a 9-5 margin.

The park district will purchase 
the north park site for $103,000. The park 
district is only contributing $30,250 to- 


ward the purchase. The balance is com- 
ing from a village donation and a federal 
grant. 


THE PARK district's share will come 


from funds already allocated. The refer- 
endum is not involved in the purchase. 


The two sites west of Rte. 52 will be 


donated by a developer. The park district 
will receive title after the sites have 
been brought to acceptable standards by 
the developer. 


One of the sites will be a combined 


park-school site developed in conjunction 
with Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54. 


The ice skating rink will be an 85 by 


200-foot rink. Included in the plans for 
the building are locker rooms, lounge, 
equipment sales shop, concession stands 
and seating. 


Jack Claes, park director, said the 


bond Issue will be used strictly for the 
construction of the building. Operating 
expenses will be paid with the revenue 
generated by the rink. 


Claes said if the revenue far exceeded 


expenses, the funds could be used to re- 
tire the bonds at an earlier date. 


THE PARK district has planned to de- 


vote the "prime skating hours" to gener- 
al recreational skating. Hockey will be 
played at non-prime hours. 


A full program of skating Instruction is 


also planned by the park district, accord- 
ing to Claes.

have the indoor rink operational eight to 
10 months a year, but this may be ex- 
panded, according to Claes.

'Relaxing' chair gives medical exam 


Relaxing in a chaise lounging chair 


might not seem like a way to promote 
good health, but that's Just about all new 
health testing system requires in order 
for a person to undergo a complete, com- 
prehensive medical exam 


The chair is connected to a $250,000 


c o m p u t e r unit which records and 
analyzes the results of physiological 
tests, from a two-second test for glauc- 
oma to a standard electrocardiogram — 
all while a patient lies comfortably in the 
lounger 


The unit is part of a new method of 


health testing called multiphaslc health 
testing, and promoting its use to combat 
killer diseases Is only one aspect of the 
work being done at International Health 
Systems. Inc in Rolling Meadows. 


T H E THREE-YEAR-oid company, 


which moved from from Des Plaines to 
Rotting Meadows a year ago, manufac- 
turers the equipment used for mulUphas- 
ic health testing While promoting the 
use of the new equipment is good busi- 
ness for the company, providing low 
cost, comprehensive, and speedy medical 
exams is a growing urgent concern for 
all. according to company vice president 
DaveUndsey 


"The purpose of the testing is to detect 


diseases and illneaaw before they can 
cause cronic conditions," Lindaey said. 


"The nature of deadly diseases has 


changed in the but 20 years. It used to 
be that infectious diseases caused deathi 
but with the Introduction of penicillin 
and other antibiotics, that changed. Now 
It is the chronic diseases like heart and 
cancer," he said 


Mod doctors recommend that individ- 


uals undergo regular medical checkups 
as a mean of early disease detection to 
increase the chances of containment or 
cure. Conventional exams are costly and 
can take days to perform. Often hospital 
confinement is even necessary. But Lind- 
sey said the muttiphasic testing method 
has changed the entire scope of medical 
examining. 


"The system provides • doctor with 


better data than ever before on * 
patient's health," he said. "And rather 
than taking up to a day or more, it takes 
only 30 minutes to an hour." 


THE SYSTEM operates by compiling 


data in three areas, Ltnosey explained. 
They are medical history of a patient, 
which is recorded as the patient listens 
to recorded questions and answers them 
by pressing an appropriate response but- 
ton; physiological testing, including the 
electrocardiogram, long capacity testing, 
and hearing testing; and laboratory test- 
ing, which includes more than 30 bioche- 
mical tests of blood samples. 


"All the Instrumentation is in one con- 


sole that takesup only from 200 to 400 
square feet," he said. "All the date Is 
computerized." 


The company sells or leases the equip- 


ment to hospitals and clinics, Lindaey 
said.

else," Sylvia Hennessy, the company's 
public relations director, added. 


LINDSEY SAID the testing system, 


which has received the approval of the 
American Medical Association, is being 
made available throughout the world. 
Because of its orientation toward verbal 
communication with the patient, Mrs. 
Hennessy said the system is easily 
adaptable for operation in any country 
simply by using pre-recorded language 
tapes. 


"We are setting up distributors all over 


the world with the cooperation of the De- 
partment of Commerce," Lindsey added. 
The company is now building a unit for 
use in a special clinic in Sao Paolo, Bra- 
zil. The unit is expected to be completed 
and shipped by this spring. 


"Group health insurance companies 


are beginning to pay for this kind of test- 
ing, too, he said. "Before the companies 
would only pay if the patient was hospi- 
talized but because of the rising costs of 
hospitalization, even insurance com- 
panies are beginning to recognize the 
need for the system," be said.

Her opponent, Ray McArthur, present 


chairman of the village plan commission 
and a SUP candidate, toW of watching 
the village grow from 350 people at in- 
corporation in 1966 to a present popu- 
lation nearing 32,000. Through devel- 
opment of a comprehensive master plan, 
Schaumburg has provided a 1245 million 
tax base to elementary school Dist.

Conaway said the district might be a 


little behind in development to the next 
few years, because of the rapid growth 
of the area. 


He sees possible land acquisition as a 


good recreational program, but feels the 
Idea warrants careful study.

Patrick Irwin 


Open space and teenagers are the two 


major topics to which the Schaumburg 
Park District must devote the most time 
in the near future, according to Patrick 
Irwin, a candidate for the post of park 
commissioner. 


Irwin, who was appointed to the board 


last July, maintains the district must ac- 
quire as much recreational space as pos- 
sible immediately. 


"We may not be abfe to develop all of 


fee land right now, but if it la not ac- 
quired now, the land will not be there In 
the future," he said. 


Programs and facilities for teenagers 


are the other priorities the 38-year-old Ir- 
win states the park district must pursue. 


"RIGHT NOW WE have no program, 


facilities and no community effort to

Irwin said a youth commission run by 


youth could accomplish many things. 


Projects like the Spring Valley Nature 


Restoration Area follow along with Ir- 
win's concept of acquiring the open rec- 
reational luinf. 


"Spring Valley will offer open space 


for many different activities and types of 
people," he said. 


He expressed some reservations about 


the acquisition of privately owned swim- 
ming complexes because of possibly ex- 
pense reconditioning to pass state regu- 
lations. He suggested the district could 
meet with developers to check specifica- 
tions before the pools are built 


Irwin and his wife Rita have four chil- 


dren and reside at 324 Bramble Ln., 
Schaumburg. 


David Johnson 


Interest in development of neighbor- 


hood parks in his subdivision is what Da- 
vid Johnson, of 334 Hazel Dr., states 
started his association with the Schaum- 
burg Park District. And after 17 months 
of representing the Timbercrest Home- 
owners Association and the Clean Envi- 
ronment Committee, Johnson is a candi- 
date for park district commissioner. 


Johnson said one of his primary con- 


cerns hi the district's operation is land 
use. 


"We have to work very hard to use the 


land we have efficiently and work closely 
with developers to see that the land we 
receive is unable, she said. Johnson fa- 
vors having the park district represented 
on village zoning boards and plans com- 
missions both in Schaumburg and other 
communities within the park district. 


An assistant retail sales manager for

When people ask Susan Harris how 


many brothers and sisters she has — and 
she tells them - they stare in disbelief. 


Prove it, they say, so she lists the evi- 


dence: Sharon, 25; Gregory, 24; Gary, 
23; Archie, 18; Sandra, 16; Carol, 14; 
Bradley, 13; Brent, 11; Clayton, 9; 
Gayle, 7; CUnton, 6; Lance, 4; and Jef- 
frey, 6 months. 


"Once I name them all, then they be- 


lieve me," said 'Susan, who is 21. "I 
guess they figure if you can name them 
all, then you're telling the truth." 


Why would anybody lie about 14 kids 


anyway? Mr. and Mrs. Archie Harris of 
Mount Prospect don't know. They're 
proud of their brood. 


Maybe I'm strange, but I just tike kids 


and enjoy babies," saidjMn. Harris. "I 
always said I wanted aJMrt X children. I 
don't know why. I never even babysat. 
The first baby I ever saw was my own." 


The couple started their family in 1947, 


a year after they were married. Mrs. 
Harris, an only child, and her husband, 
one of six, had no idea how many chil- 
dren they wanted. 
x 


"WE NEVER REALLY gave it a 


though," said Harris, 49, looking tired af- 
ter a day's work. "Now we don't really 
think about it." 


Kids may be cheaper by the dozen, 


but ask Mrs. Harris and she'll be quick 


to tell you it isn't so, especially with the 
way food prices have been rising. She'd 
like to keep her grocery bill at about $140 
every two weeks, but finds it harder and 
harder to stick to her budget. 


"It's terrible. We're living on ground 


meat and chicken," she said. "I hardly 
buy sny snacks any more. I try to buy a 
lot at sales 
whoever is having a big 


sale, that's where I go and stock up. Like 
if eggs are on sale, I buy about 20 doz- 
en." 


Once the food gets home the family 


usually eats in shifts. "Somebody's, al- 
ways going somewhere else at dinner 
time anyway," said Mrs. Harris. 


Clothes aren't much of a problem. Mrs. 


Harris sews, knits and crochets (that's 
her tranquilizer) and,outfits are passed 
down as the kids grow up. Shoes 'are ex- 
pensive, but the children never go with- 
out. Harris, a civil engineer with a Chi- 
cago firm, works overtime whenever he 
can, and everyone else chips in. 


"WHOEVER NEEDS something gets 


it. If things were tight in the past, the 
older kids who had some money helped 
out and bought things for the younger 
ones," said Mrs. Harris. "We're not par- 
ty people and our money goes into our 
kids. I guess we'd be wealthy if we didn't 
have them, but then we'd be lonely." 


Until last month, all 16 Harrises lived 


at home hi the six-bedroom, 2H-bath- 


room house a 506 S. George St. Three 
members of the family moved into apart- 
ments last month, but they still come 
around "at least once a day," according 
to Mrs. Harris. 


"There's always something to do 


around here. They can always get up a 
card game or something," said Mrs. 
Harris, adding that half the kids are avid 
bridge players like their parents. 


"The kids are all close to each other 


and I think if you have a lot of children 
you're closer to them. You have to keep 
track of them all and you plan a lot of 
family outings like the zoo, the museum, 
camping or MacDonald's. It's harder 
now to keep track of them with kids who 
work, kids who are in high school and 
kids who are in grade school," she said. 


Several of the Harrises attend Pros- 


pect High School, some go to Dist. 57 
schools and one is enrolled in the nursery 
school at St. Mark Lutheran, where the 
family attends church. 


KIDS KEEP YOU young, according to 


Mrs. Harris, who's 46, but looks 10 years 
younger. She admits she has to get out of 
the house to keep her sanity. During the 
day she bowls, takes crocheting lessons 
and plays bridge. Still, she doesn't be- 
lieve a bit in women's liberation. 


"I just don't agree. I don't want all the 


things those women want," she said, 
"When you have children you owe it to 


them to be home to take care of them. Of 
course, you do have to go out a littte to 
still remain a person. You 'cant bee 
youridenity." 


Would her husband like to stay home 


and do the cooking and cleaning? 


"What makes you think I dont?" he 


asked. With 14 children, he's had to tain 
over for Ms wife probably more than the 
average husband. He doesn't do a bad 
job either, the kids say. One short* 
coming: "he makes rotten oatmeal." 


Neither Harris nor his wife can think 


of. any disadvantages to having such a 
large family. But they say there'ace ad- 
vanatages. 


"You don't have time for minor prob- 


lems," said Harris. 


"The kids learn to think about some* 


body else besides themselves ant lean 
to evaluate what's really important," 
said his wife. 


Mrs. Harris has packed away her ma- 


ternity clothes for the 14th time and 
doesn't expect to have any more children, 
although she says only two of the 14 were 
planned. Susan is getting married in 
June and Mrs. Harris "hopes to take up 
with grandchildren." 


Susan isn't planning a large family. 


Five or six will do, she said. "But 14? 
We may be crazy, but we're not that era* 
zy!"

The spill took place about 4:30 p.m. 


at the firm's storage plant, 1605 E. Al- 
gonquin Rd., unincorporated Elk Grove 
Township. Mount Prospect firemen spent 
414 hours flushing the spill, after it got 
into the sanitary sewer system. 


According to Stanley WhHebloom of 


the MSD's Industrial Waste Division, 
Shell Oil spokesmen say the gasoline 
spilled when a valve on the underside of 
a tanker began to leak. The gasoline 
went into a catch basin in the garage, 
Whitebloom said, and then into a Cit- 
izens Utility Co. sanitary sewer line. 
Eventually, it got to the MSD's Basse 
Road interceptor sewer line. 


Whitebloom said a eonctlliary hearing 


will be held in about two weeks. While 
the firm will probobly not be fined by 
the MSD, arrangements will be made at 
the hearing to ensure no other leaks 
occur.

Vote on temporary school 
boundary change in May 


A temporary boundary change that 


would send students living in the North- 
gate subdivision in Arlington Heights to 
Eisenhower School will be voted on in 
May by the Prospect Heights Dist. 23

sion attend John Muir School, which is 
facing a problem of overcrowding. Rec- 
ommendations for the boundary change 
came from Supt. Edward Grodsky and 
Muir Prin. Jim Finke. Finite also recom- 
mended adding teachers at the school be- 
fore June if enrollment continues to rise. 


Muir School on Drake Terrace In Pros- 


pect Heights, has experienced an in- 
crease in students as homes are com- 
pleted in Northgate and in the Ivy Hill 
subdivision, also in Arlington Heights. 
The boundary change would not affect 
Ivy Hill students. 


"Muir cannot hold both Ivy Hill and 


Northgate," said Finke. He said he rec- 
ommends a boundary change for North- 
gate because fewer children would be af- 
fected. Currently, only two students from 
Northgate go to Muir, but developers are 
planning 144 three, four and five-bed- 
room homes in the development. 


EISENHOWER, at Camp McDonald 


and Schoenbeck roads, currently has 
three classrooms that are not used and 
the school will not be adversely affected 
by the change, according to school offi- 
cials. The students would be bused, as 
they are to Muir. 


If enrollment from new developments 
in the district grows as officials predict, 
Grodsky said Dist. 23 will need a sixth 
elementary school and an addition to 
Muir for the 1974-75 school year. How- 
ever, the administration plans to gather 
more statistics before making any rec- 
ommendations on building to the school 
board planning committee. 


Grodsky told board members an addi- 


tion would probably take a year to com- 
plete and a building at least a year and a 
half. 


"What you are saying is that an addi- 


tion should be underway by December 
and groundbreaking on the school should 
have been done last week," said Carl 
Poch, board member. 


Grodsky estimated construction cost of 


a new school and addition at about $1.3 
million. He also said a tax increase in 
the education fund of between 25 and 50 
cents per $100 assessed valuation would 
be needed to staff the new building and 
addition. He suggested that if a referen- 
dum is held, it should be next October.
